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TWENTY PERSONS PERISH 


IN TWINKLING OF AN EYE 


rie Buildings Wrecked at Phil- 
adelphia by Explosion of 
Barrel of Gasoline 


FORTY OF THE MAIMED 
TAKEN TQ HOSPITALS 


Not Known How Many Were in the 
Buildings, and It Will Be Some 
Time Before There Is a 
List of the Pecple 
Killed. 


Philadelphia, Pa., August 5.—A terrific 
explosion in a block of six buildings on 
Locust street, above Tenth, tonight com- 
pletely destroyed five of the structures 
end caused the death of from ten to 
twenty or more persons. Over two score 
of others were more or less seriously in- 
jured. Some of those taken to the hospi- 
tal will die. It ig not known how many 
persons were in the five buildings when 
the explosion occurred, and the exact 
number of dead probably will not be 
known for twenty-four hours. 

The buildings were occupied as follows: 

No. 1008, Housman’s pool and billiard 
rooms. 

1010, Moses Rosenthal’s second-hand 
clothing store, occupied’ by Rosenthal, 
his wife and five children. 

1012, William Jones, colored restaurant, 
occupied by Jones and about fifteen 
boarders. 

1014, George McLemmy’s grocery store, 
‘occupied by McLemmy, clerk and ser- 
vant girl. 

1016, Quigley’s grocery store, occupied 
by Quigley, his wife, three children and 
his uncle. 

1018, Albert Mounten’s grocery and meat 
store, occupied by Mounten, brother, sis- 
ter and clerk. 

Cause of Explosion Unknown. 

The exploson occurred about 9:30 
.o’clock. What exploded and how it hap- 
pened is not known at this time, but it 
is believed to have been a barrel of gaso- 
line in one of the three groceries. Al- 
most every building in a radius of two 
blocks of the explosion had window 
‘panes shattered and were otherwise dam- 
aged. Every building of the opposite side 
‘of Locust street was more or less wreck- 


ed, but none @f them fell. 
A terrible éry_ up from the 
"the moment the explosion occurred. 

Women, children and men, occupants of 
the wrecked houses, could be seen crawl- 
| ing from the debris, while the agonizing 
‘cries of others were heard in the wreck- 
age. From all the surrounding buildings 
‘{njured people came running and fell in- 
to the street, unconscious. To add to 
the hotror, fire broke out in the debris 
the moment it settled to the ground, and 
in less than five minutes the great pile 
was burning fiercely from end to end. A 
general alarm was turned in for fire 
apparatus and ambulances, and in the 
meantime the work of rescue was vol- 
untarily begun by those in the neighbor- 
hood who were not injured. Here and 
there a person was dragged from the 
ruins before the fire could reach the vic- 
tims, several lives being saved by this 
‘prompt work. When the firemen reachel 
the scéne the flames had made great 
headway and were igniting the buildings 
across the street. The fire, however, was 
soon under control. 

Digging for the Victims. 

The work of digging away the ruins 
was then begun in earnest. Near the 
edge of the debris several colored men 
were taken out and sent to the hospitals. 
While the firemen and policemen were 
digging in the debris and hauling away 
heavier timbers in several sections of 
the wreckage, cries were heard coming 
from the cellar of Mounten’s grocery 
store. Pifty men, with rope and tackle, 
were immeuately put to work at that 
point, and pulled away the roofing and 
flooring, which had fallen into a massed 
heap. From the bottom of the pile, 
doubled up, were taken a man and wo- 
man. The man was able to speak, but 
the woman was apparently dead. 

While the work of rescue was going 
on in the exploded block, hospital at- 
tendants and others made a search of 
all the damaged houses on the opposite 
side of the street and almost a score 
of persons were taken to various hos- 
pitals from these places. 

The Jefferson and the Pennsylvania 
hospitals, which are located nearest the 
scene of the exploson, were crowded 
goon with the injured. None of those 
taken to the hospital died up to mid- 
night. Two hundred men were then at 
work clearing away the wreckage. 

The buildings containing the clothing 
store and the restaurant were three- 
story brick structures, while the other 
three buildings were two and one-half- 
stories. 

Many Persons Missing. 

At 1:30 a. m. the only known deaths 
are those at the hospitals, that of an 
unknown colored woman and a 2-year-ola 
colored child. At the Pennsylvania hos- 
pital five colored patients will, it is 
thought, die before morning. Others at 
the various hospitals will also die. Up to 
1:30 a. m. the police or fire officials can- 
not add to the list of the dead, but are 
positive that a number of bovjies are still 
buried under the ruins. There are many 
persons missing. 

At 2 a. m. the rescuers came across an 
inanimate body of a colored woman, but 
remarkable to relate, the woman was 
alive and asked for water. She had been 
in the ruins for four and a haif hours, 
Later a dead negro man was found.

REPUBLICANS OF MARYLAND 


They Will Meet in Convention sat 
Baltimore Today. 


TO FIGHT THE ELECTION LAW 


Platform Will Denounce the Measure 
Reaeatly Passed by the 
Democrats. 


Baltimore, Md., August 5.—Republican 
leaders from all parts of the state are in 
Baltimore tonight getting ready for their 
state convention, which will be held here 
tomorrow. The work before them is the 
nomination of candidates for state com- 
troller and clerk of the court of appeals 
and the formulation of a platform. But 
little time will be taken up in carrying 
out the prograr@Qne, which has already 
been mapped out. Either Dr. Isaac N. 
Barber of Talbot county, or Herman 
S. Platt, of Baltimore city, will be select- 
ed to head the ticket, with the chances 
in favor of the latter. The court of ap- 
peals clerkship will, in all probability, go 
to Colonel Thomas S. Parran, of Calvert. 

The platform has been the subject of 
considerable thought upon the part of the 
head men in the party. United States 
Senator McComas and State Chairman 
Goldsborough today put the finishing 
touches on the principal planks to be sub- 
mitted and everything is in readiness for 
its reception by the proper committee 
tomorrow. There will be no discussion of 
its provisions, which are understood to 
include strong pledges on behalf of the 
republicans to repeal the present election 
law, to enact laws to prevent corruption 
practices in connection with elections, 
and to pass laws to «overn the holding 
of primary elections. One of the planks, 
it is understood, will contain a severe 
arraignment of the democrats for their 
uncertain stand on the currency question 
which is designed as a criticism of for- 
mer Senator Gorman. The administration 
of Governor Smith will be denounced as 
also will be the course of the democrats 
in attempting to disfranchise the iljter-

, gis voters, . But. Jittle head 
ruffis wever, to the democratic slogan of 


‘negro domination,” it being the purpose 
of the republican leaders to eliminate 
this question from the campaign to as 
great extent as possible. 

Little is said yet concerning the prob- 
able successor to Senator Wellington in 
the event of republican success in carry- 
ing the executive ticket.

SUIT BROUGHT BY SQUAW MEN 


They Want To Hold Choice Lands in 
Oklahoma. 

Washington, Augus&5.—Suit was insti- 
tuted in the supreme court of the District 
of Columbia by a number of 
Caddo Indians and white men who have 
married Caddo Indian women, asking 
that a writ of mandamus be issued 
against the secretary of the interior com- 
pellinsy that cfficial to approve selections 
of lands in. the newly opened lands In 
Oklahoma territary which have been 
made, and to withdraw the lands from 
settlement. They base their claim upon 
an old act of congress granting lands 
to members of Indian tribes affiliated 
with the Wichita Indians. Rule to show 
cause, returnable on the 13th instant, was 
issued by the court. 

The town sites for the El Reno and 
Lawton land districts, into which all the 
newly opened land in Oklahoma its di- 
vided, were announced at the interior 
department today. Commissioner Her- 
mann has telegraphed to the respective 
registers and receivers the approval of 
Secretary Hitchcock of the reservation 
cf these lands ‘‘and no others,” for town- 
eite purposes, and directing the land 
offices to reserve them from homestead 
entry. They comprise all the town sites 
anda lots in them will be sold tomor- 
row. 

Acting Secretary of the Interior Ryan 
today issued regulations designed to se- 
cure speedy correction of any material er- 
rors in the local land offices in disposing 
of land cases in the newly-opened do- 
main, to discourage groundless appeals 
and prevent disappointed applicants in- 
definitely tying up the land or forcing 
others to pay them to withdraw ap- 
peals.

They are now 
accepting foreign orders only subject to 
such delay as the strike may caus So 
far there has been no marked lling 
off in exparts, but a decrease in the vol- 
ume of fecreign business is expected to 
show itself scon. 


ROCSEVELT IS AFTER COYOTES 


He Will Spend Three Days Chasing 
the Fleet Animals. 


Colorado Springs, Colo., August 5. —Vice 
President Theodore Roosevelt left here 
today for a three days’ coyote chase in 
the vicinity of Fountain, 18 miles south 
of this city. He was accompanied by 
R. B. Stewart, of this city; Alfred 
Cowles, of New York, a brother in law 
of Mr. Stewart; Lieutenant Devereaux, 
of Roosevelt’s old regiment; John Goff, 
who piloted the vice president during his 
hunting expedition in Colorado last win- 
ter, and Joe Kenyon, who will act as 
guide on ‘his trip. per 


FRANCE AND TURKEY OUT 


Likely To Be a Severance of Diplo- 
matic Relations. 


CONSTANS IS TO BE RECALLED 


And the Turkish Ambassador at 
Paris Will Be Given His 
Passports. 


Paris, August 5.—The foreign office here 
refuses either to confirm or deny advices 
from Constantinople saying the French 
ambassador there, M. Constans, has hand- 
ed over the questian of the right of a 
French company, known as The Quays 
Company, to enjoy rights claimed under 
a convention to his government, at the 
same time recommending his own recall 
and that the passports of the Turkish 
ambassador at Paris, Salih Munir Bey, 
be delivered to him. 

The Temps says there is reason to be- 
lieve the foreign office is considering 
the recall of M. Constans and giving the 
Turkish ambassador his passports. The 
Francais thinks that instead of break- 
ing diplomatic relations with Turkey, 
the French foreign office will suspend 
them by giving M. Constans unlimited 
leave of absence. An immediate decision 
is improbeble, as M. Del Casse, the 
French foreign minister, and other high 
officials are absént cn their holidays. 


ANTI-CATHOLIC OATH STANDS. 


No Further Attempt To Pass Bill 
Amending the Declaration. 


London, August 5.—Although no divisicn 
was challenged at tke third reading of 
the king’3 declaration bill this evening, 
in the house of lords, it is generally be- 
lieved that no further attempt will be 
made to pass it, either this season or 
next. 

lerd Balisbury, the premier, referring 
to the statement of Catholic peers, said 
the government now realized that the 
Cathoifes “did fist’ wish the offensive 
words of the criginal declaration with- 
drawn, unless the government at the 
Same time withdrew the declaration re- 
garding the security of the Protestant 
succession.. The government never had 
the slightest intention of withdrawing 
that. The Catholics regretted that they 
must be prepared ,to see the declaration 
Stand in its fresent form. 


ENEMY’S FLEET THE VICTOR 


British Naval Manouvers Justify 
Criticism of the Admiralty. 


London, August 5.—The naval maneuv- 
ers were suddenly terminated this after- 
noon by orders from the admiralty and 
the enemy’s fleet was declared to be 
the: victor. The final results have not 
yet been given out, but the defenders are 
known to have lost a dozen crulsers, two 
gunboats and eight torpedo boat destroy- 
ers. The enemy lost only three cruisers, 
three torpedo boat destroyers and three 
torpedo boats, while they captured an 
endless number of merchantmen. The 
result is taken to be a practical con- 
firmation of the justness of the criticism 
to which the admiralty has recently been 
subjected. 


ANOTHER CARNEGIE LIBRARY 


The Millionaire Will Give Money to 
the Porto Ricans. 

San Juan, Porto Rico, August 5.—Nego- 
tiations are under way between Andrew 
Carnegie and Education Commissioner 
Martin G. Brumbaugh, who, in this mat- 
ter, represents the people of Porto Rico, 
which will give San Juan and all of 
Porto Rico one of the famous Carnegie 
libraries. The San Juan council met to- 
day and decided to appropriate %6,900 per 
year as a maintenance fund for the li- 
brary. Mr. Carnegiec’s private secretary, 
James Bertram, wrote that it was the 
millionaire’s custom to give ten times the 
amount of the maintenance fund. How- 
ever, Mr. Brumbaugh hopes to so pre- 
sent the claims and needs of Porto Rico 
that Mr, Carnegie may be insured to give 
$150 (00, The idea is to combine a pub- 
lic library for San Juan and also have a 
distributing library for other portioygs of 
the island, It is proposed to erect a 
$100,000 building on the Plaze Colon, which 
overlooks the harbor. 


CHINESE ARSENALS ARE BUSY 


Looks Like Peparations for War Ars 
Being Made. 


London, August 6.—‘‘An American ofh- 
cial named Brill, who recently returned 
from China, where he had been in the 
government service, has been interviewed 
here,”’ says the Calcutta correspondent 
of The Times, ‘‘and he asserts that there 
is great activity in the arsenals and fac- 
tcries in Fu Chau, Han Yang, Nankin 
and Chen Tu, which are turning out 
smokeless powder and hundreds of rifles 
daily. He dec'ares also that the army 
is being drilled by Germans and Jap- 
anése.’’ 


CARRIED IN IRONS TO POLLS 


Servians Have Peculiar Methods of 
Carrying Elections. 


London, August 6.—Describing the dis- 
orders attending the Servian elections, 
the. Vienna correspondent of The Morni- 
ing Leader says: 

“The Servian government used troops 
and gendarmes freely to intimidate the 
electors of the opposition. The voters 
were driven in by gendarmes with cattle 
whips and compelled to vote for the gov- 
ernment candidates. At Saguaica voters 
were brought in irons to the polls. This 
intimidation caused riots in various places, 
and 200 persons all to:d were injured.”

Stockholm, Sweden, August 5.—The 
Kosta glass works, the largest in Sweden, 
have been burned. 
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Just a Glimmer of Hope That 
the Labor Trouble May 
Be Settled, 


SHAFFER 1S WARNING 
ALL TRUST COMPANIES 


Unless Overtures Are Received Short- 
ly General Strike Order Will Be 
Issued—Williams. of Ala- 
bama, Laughs at Idea 
of Importation. 


Pittsburg. Pa., August 5.—Just a faint 
glimmer of hope that the great steel 
workers’ strike will be settled was em- 
bodied in a statement given out by Presi- 
dent Shaffer, of the Amalgamated asso- 
ciation, tonight. When asked if he would 
pursue the same policy in ordering -a 
strike in the mills of the Federal Steel, 
the National Steel and the National Tube 
com~anies as he did in calling out the 
men in the mills of the American Tin 
Plate Company, he replied: 

“If it had not been for this determina- 
tion on my part the general strike would 
have been ordered on Saturday night.”’ 

Before calling out the tin; workers, and 
after failin~ to get any satisfaction from 
the officials of the American Sheet and 
the American Steel Hoop companies, 
President Shaffer sent a telegram to Vice 
President Arms, of the American Tin 
Plate Company, notifying him that under 
article 19, section 35, of the constitution 
of the Amalgajnated association he would 
be obliged to call out the tin workers in 
all of the mills owned by the United 
States Steel Cornoration untess the diffi- 
culty was settled within a period of ten 
days. AS a result of this notice Mr. 
Arms succeeded in getting together an- 
other conference and a vain attempt was 
made to settle the dispute and prevent a 
strike which would involve the tin mills. 
That conference was the one that broke 
up in the Hotel Lincoln three weeks ago 
last Saturday. 

Shaffer Will Be Fair. 

In order to be equally fair to the other 

constituent companies of the United 
States Steel Corporation and accord them 
the same treatment,* President Shaffer 
has sent a similar Ad@ive to the officers 
of the Federal Steel Company, the Na- 
tional Steel Company and the National 
Tube Company, giving them the same 
time in which to make any effort they 
may desire to bring about a settlement 
or he will put in force this same clause 
in the Amalgamated association constitu- 
tion. It is presumed that the delay in is- 
Suing the general order will be at least 
until the end of the present week. Possi- 
bly it will not be issued until early next 
week. In the meantime the men in the 
mills of these three companies will be 
prepared to come out when the strike 
order is issued. 
. The possibility of a settlement® of the 
strike is based on the bare hope that the 
officials of the three additional compa- 
nies will bring to bear sufficient influence 
to urge an adjustment of the difficulties 
before the strike order is issued. Presi- 
dent Shaffer did not express any hope 
that this would be done, nor did he even 
discuss the matter, but the inference was 
quickly seen that there was such a proba- 
bility in sight. It is a faint one, though, 
and but little interest was taken in it in 
the general offices of the association. 

Vice President Fred Williams, of the 
Alabama fields of the Ama‘gamated as- 
sociation, was in Pittsburg today for a 
brief time. Mr. Williams was particular- 
ly interested in the reports of the ship- 
ment of negro labor from the south to 
mills of the trust. He said the stories 
concerning the bringing of colored men 
from the south was ridiculous. The fact 
was there were not over a dozen skil'ed 
negro workers to be found in the south, 
and these were in the unions. The mil] 
laborers were all in the Federation of La- 
bor and made excellent union men. The 
experience in the past of bringing colored 
men into the northern mills nad }.roved 
costly and unsatisfactory to tne manu- 
facturers, and Mr. Williams did not be- 
lieve it would be attempted again. te- 
garding the strike, Mr. Williams suid he 
was confident there could be but one ie- 
sult—victory for his association, 


No Break in Strikers’ Ranks. 


The strike history of the day ‘in Pitts- 
burg itself was not prolific of results; 
considerable, however, was doing in the 
towns surrounding. In this city all of the 
idle mills are in the same condition as 
before the failure of the conference to 
settle the strike, and no apparent move 
is being made by the manufacturers to 
start the mills. consequently there has 
been no break in the strikers’ rans. 

The most important strike points tonight 
seem to be Leechburg and Wellsville, with 
McKeesport a possiole trouble center. 

From Leechburg this telegram was re- 
ceived: 

“At 4 o’clock this afternoon the Hyde 
Park mili, which has been idle since tue 
first of the year, was started. At 3:45 
this afternoon a train arrived at Hyde 
Park, coming from Saltsburg, Vander- 
grift and Appollo. The train stopped at 
the works and fifty-five men, clad in 
working garb and carrying dinner buck- 
ets, left the train and hurried into the 
works. There was no excitement and the 
mill owners and managers tonight clulin 
they now have enough men In the mill to 
operate all of the five mi-ls. Sentinels are 
out and no one is allowed to get into the 
mil] without a password. This afternoon 
late six mill men from Leechburg sauy- 
tered down toward the mills, passed the 
guaris and walked into the mills, where 
tonight they are at work. This makes 
sixty-one men now employed at the works. 
By outsiders it is claimed that this num- 
ber cannot operate the mill in full, but, 
however this may be, the mill is running 
tonight in good shape.”’ 

The Amalgamated men, however, are on 
the ground, making desperate efforts to 
keep all union men out. They make the 
assertion that in two days, after President 
Shaffer issues his general strike order, 
not a wheel will be turning in either Van- 
Gergrift, Appollo or Hyde Park, 

Police Afraid To Arrest. 

From Wellsville, Ohio, the following re- 
port is made: 

“The last four of the striking steel 
workers who were arrested Saturday 
charged’ with riot were released from

are warrants yet in the hands of the 
police for seventeen more of the strikers, 
which have not yet been served. The 
officers, for some reason, seem to be 
afraid to serve the warrants. Henry B. 
Henderson, a potter for whom the police 
have a warrant, has been trying to get 
himself in the way of the officers all day 
to have them arrest him, but they will 
not do it, for the reason that Henderson 
is backed by the National Brotherhood 
of Operative Potters and the officers fear 
the vengeance of the potters, once they 
are aroused, as they would be if one of 
their number were put under arrest.’’ 

Thére were four new men brought into 
the mill from Scottdale today and four 
of the strikers deserted the union and 
went back to work. Five mills were 
working today and four are working to- 
night, the largest number run any day 
since the strike began. 

The condition at McKeesport at 10 p. 
m. is reported as feverish. Many strikers 
are on the streets around the National 
Tube Works. Men announce they are on- 
ly waiting for orders from headquarterr 
before going out. Organizer Flynn, of 
the Federation of Labor, was there to- 
day, looking over the situation and con- 
ferring with local leaders. Persistent 
rumors are to the effect that the mine 
workers will refuse to furnish coal for 
the trust coke furnaces or mills. An or- 
dinance has been arawn up by common 
Councilman James N. Wampler, of the 
fourth ward, appropriating $500,000 for 
additional paving and sewering McKees- 
port. Only taxpayers are to be employed 
at the works. It is intended for the bene- 
fit of the strikers in case the struggle is 
prolonged. 


Ready To Aid Strikers. 


Interviews were had today with local 
and national officials of various labor or- 
ganizations on the Amalgamated strike. 

Simon Burns, president of the Window 
Glass Workers’ Association, said: 

“The Glass Workers’ Association is in 
thorough sympathy with the Amalga- 
mated men. We will give them sybstan- 
tial aid, when it is necessary.”’ 

L. R. Thomas, president of the Pattern 
Makers’ League: 

“We will give the Amalgamated asso- 
ciation all the assistance in our power.”’ 

I. N. Myers, member of the national 
executive board of Knights of Labor: 

“The Knights of Labor have offered 
and will give them practical aid when 
they need it.’’ 

John P. Ryan, general secretary of the 
Structural Iron workers: 

‘*‘The Amalgamated association . will 
have the sympathy and help of all or- 
ganized labor.’’ 

John Kunzler, president and treasurer 
of the American Flint Glass Workers’ 
union: 

“Without regard to our sympathies, I 
prefer not to interfere in the Amalga- 
mated troubles by making a statement.”’ 


MINE WORKERS READY TO AID

Negro Rapist To Be Taken to 
Canton for Trial 


ORDERED OUT BY GOVERNOR 


Major Barker and 150 Men Leave 
with the Negro This Morning 
for Canton, Where He Will 
Stand Trial—He Has 
Confessed. 


Major W. W. Barker, in command of 
150 soldiers of the Fifth regiment, will 
leave Atlanta this morning about 6 
o’clock for Canton, escorting Raymond 
Ross, a negro rapist, who will be tried 
there today at a special session of the 
Cherokee superior court. 

The troops were ordered out on this 
duty yesterday by the governor upon re- 
quest of Judge Gober of that circuit, 
who has called a special session of the 
court to try Ross on the charge of rape, 
and Judge Gober will get on the special 
train for Canton carrying the soldiers, 
upon its arrival at Marietta this morn- 
ing. 

The troops under command of Major 
Barker will assemble at the Tower, 
where Ross is confined, at 5:30 o'clock 
this morning, will take him to the train 
and to Canton and will remain there un- 
til the trial is over, probably bringing 
him back to await whatever final disposi- 
tion of him is ordered by the court. 

A few days ago Ross committed a 
criminal assault upon a Mrs. Miller, of 
Cherokee county, a respectable white wo- 
man belonging to a prominent family 
living near Canton. At the time of the 
assault a mob was formed to Iynch Ross, 
and it was only through the strategy of 
the sheriff that his life was saved at that 
time. The sheriff spirited him away from 
the mob and took him into the woods. It | 
was given out there that he had been 
taken to jail at Cartersville, but as a 
matter of fact the sheriff hid in the 
woods for. two.daye, with. hispriesner. 

The sheriff finally managed to get to 
a railroad station, and brought his pris- 
oner to Atlanta Saturday last, confining 
him in the Tower. 

Judge Gober was notified of the crime 
and the state of feeling in Cherokee 
county with regard to it, and he at once

AMmenawent Kad Heée" Prepared” as” A 
result of a resolution which Alderman 
Pierce introduced at the last meeting of 
courccil, and which stipulated that the or- 
dinance conimittee and the city attorney 
immediately prepare a suitable amend- 
ment embodying all the conditions sct 
forth in that resolution. 

The amendment was considered by the 
crdinance committee at a special meeting 
yesterday morning at 10 o’clock. All the 
members, with the exception of Council- 
man Reed, were present, and a unani- 
mous favorable report was made. When 
the paper came up in council in the after- 
noon Councilman Garrett called atten- 
tion to the fact that his resolution had 
been favored, but that no charter amend- 
ment had been prepared. He said he 
thought he had not been treated cour- 
teously, 

Alderman Pierce stated that it was his 
desire that the amendment be known as 
the Garrett-Pierce amendment. At first 
Mr. Garrett had moved to substitute hie 
resolution for that by Dr. Pteree, but 
later withdrew the motion after an ex- 
planation by Councilman Kontz. Coun- 
cilman Rawson said he would like to bo 
supplied with a copy of the amendment, 
end was in favor of putting off action 
for two weeks until each member ha: 
been fyrnished with a copy. Councilman 
Reed, who had not been able to attend 
the meetings of council for quite a while 
on accovnt of the serious illness of his 
wife, stated that he snould also like 
to have time in which to consider the 
matter.

Date for the Hanging of Carroll Has 
Baen Fixed.

Straus; the alumni oration 
by Judge Emory Speer; the baccalaureate 
address by Dr. Henry VanDyke, and the 
farewell address of Chancellor Hill to 
the graduating class. 

The proceedings of the alumni society 
are given in full and brief mention of 
some of the older graduates, who were 
present at the centennial.

fantry and First cavalry, of this city, 
forming them into three companies at 
the jail of Fulton county, at 5:30 a. m. on 
the 6th of August, 1901, and’ obey his or- 
ders. By command of the governor. 

“J. W. ROBERTSON, 
“Adjutant General.’’ 
Officers Are Selected. 

The officers of the Fifth regssement who 
are in the city held a meeting yesterday 
in the office of Colonel Park Woodward, 
and the officers who are to accompany 
Major Barker were selected. They are 
Captain Shearer of company M; Captain 
M. A. Erskine, of the Hibernian Rifles; 
Captain J. F. O'Neill, of the Gate City 
Guard; Lieutenants F. M. Hadley, of the 
Atlanta Rifles; E. E. Pomeroy, of the 
Atlanta Grays; L. D. White, of the Gate 
City Guard; J. H. Bryson, of. the Hiber- 
nian Rifles; W. T. B. Wilson, of ijpe Gov- 
ernor’s Horse Guard; Homer Weaver, of 
the Atlanta Zouaves, and C. C. Holt, of 
the Capital City Guards. Lieuténant W. 
H. Moncrief, assistant surgeon, will also 
accompany the troops. 

It is believed that the criminal, Ross, 
will plead guilty to the charge against 
him and that on this account the session 
of the court will be a short one.

Savannah, Ga., August 6.—District At- 
torney Erwin today filed in the United 
States court for the southern district of 
Georgia a suit of attachment against all 
of the property of Oberlin M. Carter, for- 
meriy a captain of engineers in the army, 
within the jurisdiction of the court. Car- 
ter's former attorneys are made parties 
to the suit for purposes of holding cer- 
tain funds supposed to be in their hands, 
paii on notes in«Carter’s favor. The pa- 
pers have been served on all of the de- 
fendants. 

The purpose of the bill fs to restrain 
Beirne Gordon the Propeller Tow Boat 
Company, W. W. Mackall, Jr., and Olph 
Anderson, the Savannah Lighterage and 
Transfer Company,'M. A. Connoliy, the 
Savannah Brewing Company and the 
Brush Electric Light and Power Compa- 
ny from disposing of any securities they 
may hold in the name of O. M. Carter, 
ot of his brothers, Lorenzo D. and J. 
Stanton Carter. 

It is claimed that Carter made in- 
vestments in the southern district of 
Georgia with funds intrusted to him as 
a disbursing officer of the gcvernment at 
this point, and that the praperty accru- 
ing from those purchases belongs to the 
government. These are the particulars 
named in the bills showing the holdings 
of Carter in Savannah claimed by the 
bill: 

One hundred and fifty shares of Pro- 
peller Tow Boat Company stock at a par 
value of $100 per share. 

Twenty-fivé shares of Savannah Brew- 
ing Company stock. ata par value of $100 
a share. 

Fifteen shares of Savannah Lighterage 
and Transfer Company stock at a par val- 
uo of $100 a share. 

All of these are held in the name of 
O. M. Carter, it is alleged, except the 
Prepeller Tow Boat Company stock, that 
is held in the name of either of the de- 
fendant or Lorenzo or J. Stanton Carter. 
The purpose of naming Connolly among 
those served today was because he re- 
cently instituted suit for the Tow Boat 
company stock and attached it with a 
full notice that it was acquired by fraud. 

Mackall and Anderson were served with 
notice of the suit because, it is claimed, 
‘that T. M. Cunningham on June 29, 1900, 
paid to that firm as the representative 
of Carter 310,000 principal and $275 inter- 
est on @ note given June 29, i893, and due 
five years after date, in the name of 
F. Westcott. 

Westcott had no interest in the loan, 
it is alleged, and Mackall end Anderson 
‘new held money for Carter. 

Colonel Beirne,Gordon, it is alleged, 
secured $10,000 from» Garter and executed 
a mortgage on. Savannah proverty to 
R. F. Westcott, who had no interest in 
the matter. Colonel Gordon, the Dill 
relates, is anxious to cancel this obliga- 
tion as soon as it is found to whom it 
shall be paid. 

The bill is in printed pamphlet form, and 
consists of 557 pages. It makes a full 
and complete account of the famous Car- 
ter case, including the connection of B. 
D. Greene and the Gaynors with it.

“We went to New York last Saturday 
fully determined to make a settlement 
of the strike, but Messrs. J. P. Morgan 
and Cc.

Professor Agassiz has truly said: 

“Every great scientific truth goes 
through three stages. First, people say 
it conflicts with the bible. Next, they 
say it has been discovered before. Last- 
ly, they say they have always believed 
se.” 

At present Christian science is pass- 
ing through that stage where it is sald: 
‘It has been discovered before. The 
learned professors. doctore and minis- 
ters all over the rcountrv ara admitting 
that Christian science hfals, but that 
the healing is to be accounted for under 
the laws of hypnotism. mesmerism and 
suggestive theraneutics. It fe thus that 
Professor Ladd. of Yale. classes it, as 
was republished in Sunday’s Constitution 
from Leslie’s Weekly. 

Mr. Alfred Farlow. of Boston, in an- 
swering a similar definition of Christian 
science in The Christian Register sald: 

“Our critic recites the stock speculation 
that Christian science heals by reason 
of the influence of human will over the 
body. Without commenting upon the 
stability and real efficacy of such results 
we will amit that some people have been 
apparentlv cured because of their faith 
in various peculiarities and because of 
the supposed power of the human mind; 
but that there are many counterfeits dues 
not effect the fact that there is one orig- 
inal. genuine method of curing without 
medicine. and we assert that Christian 
science ig the very opposite of the cruder 
forms of mental operation which depend 
entirely upon suggestion. This science 
recognizes ‘no other power besides the di- 
vine mind, and every mental argument 
of the Christian scientist is bas upon 
his understanding that God is the onl 
power. Such argumente must of necessi- 
ty be good, and can only have good ef- 
fects. o da evil necessitates a departure 
from Christian scienca and a eubstitution 
of the human mind for the divine. The 
operations of Jesus must have bec§ men- 
tal or spiritual, for they were not mater- 
ial; afd yet he could not have been a 
hypnotist, for he said: ‘Not my will, but 
Thine. be done.’ ‘It ig not I, but. th® 
Father, who doeth the works.’ So Chris- 
tian science does not neal p the exer- 
cise of human will, but by silencing the 
human will with the divine. It ig not 
claimed that natients ara healed 4! mere 
perusal of Mrs. Eddy’s book, but by the 
thought ned therefrom; and there are 
plentv of neovle to testify that they have 
been cured in this manner.” 

On the basis of the one mind—God, or 
good, Christian scientists are healing and 
blessing the world. Those who have not 
practiced its rules are incompetent to say 


what Christian science is.

Clash Between Federat and State 
Couris Is. Interesting 


ORDERS HAVE BEEN ISSUED 


Jones Bankruptcy Case in Columbus 
Is Attracting Attention and 
May Be a Iong Fight 
Before It Is Yet 
Solved. 


Columbvs, Ga., August 5.—(Special.)—An 
interesting development in the clash be- 
tween the state and federal] courts in the 
R. D. Jones case occurred today when 
an order was reserved from Judge Wil- 
liam T. Newman, United States circuit 
judge, restraining Receiver E. F. Roberts, 
W. D. Britt & Co. and James E. Deaton 
from collecting the accounts or selling 


the stock of Jones, and directing that they 
show cause before him in Atlanta on Sep- 
tember 16 why the injunction against them 
praved for by the federal receiver. W. H. 
McCrory, should not be made permanent. 
The application for injunctton filed bv 
Receiver McCrory says that on August 1 
cudge Butt appointed L. F. Roberts rer- 
manent receiver with instructions to sell 
the stock August 12, although, according 
to the petition. it was shown to Judge 
Butt on July 29 that Jones had been ad- 
judicated a bankrupt in tho federal 
court. Recelver McCrory asked that the 
United States marshal be directed to seize 
the stock and that Receiver Roberts be 
restrained from selling it or disturbing the 
federal receivership. Judge Newman pass- 
ed the following order in the case: 

“Let the defendant show cause before 
me, in the city of Atlanta, on Monday, 
September 16, 1991, why an injunction 
should not be issued as prayed. in the 
meantime and untt{! the further order of 
the court, W. D. Britt and J. M. Britt, 
partners under the name of W. D. Britt 
& Co., J. E. Deaton and E. F. Roberts, 
receivers. are restrained from selling anv 
of the pronerty of R. D. Jones. bankrupt. 
or from collecting anv of the assets of the 
sald Jones. or from in any way changing 
the present status of the property. The 
complainants in this bill are instructed 
to present this order to Hon, W. B. Butt, 
judge of the suvertor court of the Chat- 
tahoochee circuit, for his concurrence and 
apvroval.”’ 

The reception that Receiver McCrory 
met with: from Judge Butt when he ap- 
plied for his “concurrence and approval”’ 
is perhaps best told in the following entry 
made by Judge McCrory this afternoon 
on the bottom of Judge Newman’s or- 


er. 
“T have this day presented the above 
order to Hon. W. B. Butt, of the supe- 
rior court of the Chattahoochee circuit, 
who declined to either coneur in or dis- 
approve of same.”’ 

Receiver E. F. Roberts said: 

“T have collected several hundred dol- 
lars of Jones’ accounts and I am at the 
same old stand, I am under Judre Butt’s 
orders.”’ 

The inference was that Receiver Rob- 
erts would continue collecting the ac- 
counts tuntil Judge Butt ordered him to 
cult. . 

A few days: ago the burning question 
was, was Receiver McCrory in contempt 
of the state court. Now the live issue 
among local lawyers is, will Receiver 
Roberts be in contempt of the federal 
court if he proceeds with the collections 
and sales.

AUDICIARY ARTICLE TAKES 
UP THE DAY'S WORK 


Harmony Committee Will Have the 
Draft of New Laws in Hand 
Next Week and Then the 
za Governor Will Fix 

Election Date. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 5.—(Special.) 
Four special new county projects are now 
pending in the constitutional convention. 
One is for Bessemer out of the lower 
end of Jefferson; another out of St. Clair 
and Shelby; another out of upper Calhoun 
and Cherokee, and the fourth out of 
Hale, Perry and Marengo with Union- 
town as the county seat. Ordinances for 
the last two were introduced today. 

The judiciary article consumed the con- 
vention’s time today, and it is now be- 
lleved from the rapid nrogress made that 
the whole constitution will be in the 
hands of the harmony committee next 
week and the convention can take a re- 
cess while the instrument as a whole is 
being rounded up. 

After the document is filed with the 
Becretary of state the governor will issue 
a proclamation within ten days calling 
an election in not less than twenty nor 
more than sixty days. It is now calcu- 
lated that the election will come off some 
time early in October, as a short cam- 
paign is desired. 

Only one chanre was made in the ju- 
diciary article as reported by the com- 
mittee. The judge is hereafter to fill 
vacancies in the office of the circuit clerk 
instead of the governor. A strong at- 
tempt was made to withdraw the appoint- 
ment of the supreme court clerk from the 
court, to have him elected and put on a 
salary, but it failed. It is the most lucra- 
tive of all the state offices and its pay is 
in fees, the amount of which no one 
knows. One section of the new article 
provides that hereafter the supreme court 
judges shall go out by sections every two 
years, the chief justice being one class 
and the others composed of two asso- 
ciliates each. The judges will cast lots 
after the next election to determine who 
will have the short terms necessary to 
the rearrangement.

Alabama Railroad Commission R2a- 
ders a Decree. 
Montgomery, Ala., August 5.—(Special.)— 
The railroad commission today rendered a 
decree in the case of the Buyers and 
Shippers’ Mutual Ald Association of Bir- 
mingham against the Alabama Car Ser- 
vice Association. The decree requires that 
the railroad shall deliver cars of freight 
within forty-eight hours of receipt, com- 
puting from 10 a. m. the day after the 
actual arrival of the car. A penalty of $1 
Per car per day after forty-eight hours is 
Amposed unless weather or other circum- 
stance not due to the negligence cf the 
road prevents. The commission a'so or- 
dered a reduction of 10 cents per ton on 
coal from the Birmingham district to 
Troy.

Falher, Helpless and Alone, Sees 
Daughter Torn to Pieces, 


SHE =WAS «AN INVALID 


Child of Ex-Governor of Alabama 
Falls Under a Trolley Car and 
Is Picked Up Mangled and 
Dead by Those Drawn 
to the Scene. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 5.—(Special.) 
Miss Caroline Jones, daughter of Hon. 
Thomas G. Jones, an ex-governor of the 
state, a leading member of the constitu- 
tional convention of Alabama, now in ses- 
sion. and one of the most prominent men 
of Alabama—a leader in his own state 
and known throughout the south~—was 
mangled and crushed to death by the 
wheels of a trolley car in front of the 
family residence at Hull and Adams 
street early this morning. 


and so crippled that crutches are his con- 
stant companions, sat upon his veranda 
and witnessed the traredy, unable to 
rush to his daughter’s rescue. 

Miss Jones, though a bright and intel- 
igent young woman, has for a long time 
been afflicted. At times her mind becamé 
affected quietly, and during the minutes 
that this condition lasted she was wholly 
beside herself. So pronounced was this 
malady that her father always had her 
carefully amd closely watched. This 
morning immediately after breakfast she 
rand her father took chairs on the front 
veranda to await the time for the ex-gov- 
ernor’s departure for his office. The 
Jones home i{s, as has been stated, at the 
corner of Hull and Adams streets. 

On Hall is the Cloverdale street car line. 
AS a car came along Miss Jones, seized 
with a sudden impulse, rushed out of the 
gate, ran up to the car and grasped it as 
it whirled by. Governor Jones was utter- 
ly powerlcss to pursue her, and when he 
saw her scize the car he turned his head 
away in horror to avoid the sight of his 
child’s death. The motorman had no 
warning that the young lady would at- 
tenipt to board the car, and not until the 
tragedy was inevitable could he attempt 
to stop the car. 

Mirs Jones was dragged un&r the 
wheels 2rgi carried many yards, being 
terribly mangled about the head and 
body. Her death was instant. 

The conductor and motorman were ar- 
rested. but were quickly released at the 
request of Governor Jones by telephone. 
He saw the circumstances and acquits 
them of all blame. 

The scene of the tragedy was near the 
top of the hill and within two blocks of 
the recent collision with a fire engine, in 
which a fireman lost his life. 

Miss Jones was 23 years old and has 
been an invalid for years, being always 
under the care of a trained nurse. She 
was a woman of great beauty. 

The constitutioral convention at its 
morning session passed a resolution ex- 
tendirg the sympathy of the body to the 
ex-governor 2nd ordered the iines spread 
upon the minute book, a copy to be sent 
to Governor Jones.

GOVERNOR WILL TAKE A HAND 


Bill Will Be Drafted To Go Before 
the Legislature at Its Next 
Session.

Knoxville, Tenn., August 5.—(Special.)— 
The street railway strike situation re- 
mains unsettled, although two efforts 
were made today to adjust matters. H. 
M. Branson, secretary of the chamber of 
commerce, presented a compromise prop- 
osition to the striking conductors and 
motormen at a secret meeting held in the 
union hall. Secretary Branson {is acting 
as mediator between the strikers and the 
railway company. His object was to have 
the strikers agree upon terms which he 
could submit to the Knoxville Traction 
Company by which the strike could be 
ended. Secretary Branson's proposition 
was that all of the strikers would be re- 
admitted to the service of the company 
as fast as their services were required if 
they applied today. Having severed their 
connection with the company by striking, 
they would be considered as new men 
applying for positions. Married men 
would be given the  owreference over 
single men and experienced men 
would be given the preference over all un- 
skilled men. The merit system would 
be used to determine whether any one 
should retain his position. The union not 
to be recognized. The last and most im- 
portant clause is the one over which the 
strike resulted. The proposition was 
unanimously defeated. 

Vice President and General Manager C. 
C. Howell later in the day reopened the 
ultimatum issued Friday last, that the 
men who struck could return during the 
day but their unfon would not be recog- 
nized, and that all men who have recent- 
ly been discharged would not be taken 


back, neither would the new men who 
have taken the places of strikers be dis- 
charged. 

This ultimatum was again ignored by 
the strikers. J. W. Gilbreath, a member 
of the’ strikers’ executive committee, 
made this official statement this after- 
noon: 

‘‘We desire to state that we will go 
back .o work, provided Mr. Howell will 
not require us to file formal applications; 
provided he will give us the same runs 
end the same rank we had; provided he 
will recognize our union; provided he will 
reinstate the men he has discharged be- 
cause they joined the union, and provided 
he will put the new men behind us or on 
the extra lI'st. We will not go behind 
these men at all. No compromise has 
been made.” 

The strikers held another secret meet- 
ing tonight. 

Twelve cars were operated today, two 
more than on Saturday. Two lnes which 
had been abandoned since the strike 
began were put in operation. No crowds 
were allowed to congregate upon the 
streets. The chief of police isssued spe- 
cial instructions to patrolmen not to al- 
low crowds to congregate. This was done 
to avoid the repetition of the riotous 
scenes of Saturday night. The patrolmen 
are kept on duty at the car barn and of- 
fices. There has been no destruction of 
property or injury to persons today on 
account of the strike. D. B. Tripp, of 
Greenville, S. C., the conductor who Was 
assaulted by a mob Saturday afterngon, 
resumed his run today, though still w@ak 
from his injurtes. It is stated that the 
Traction company has an agent in At- 
lanta securing conductors and mof®r- 
men and that ten men will leave Atlanta 
for Knoxville Tuesday morning. 

As has been the case since the strike 
was inaugurated, the cars were discon- 
tinued and were run into the car barn at 
6 o'clock tonight.

Chicago, August 5.—After a visit to 
President McKinley, at Canton, Senator 
Cullom says there is not likely to be any 
general tariff legislation next winter, but 
that some of the pending commerpoial 
treaties ought to pass the senate. The 
genator also talked of government pol- 
icfes in other lines. 

When asked as to the story that Sena- 
tor Hanna had gone to Canton to get aid 
from the president in settling the steel 
atrike, Senator Cullom said: 

“I know there is nothing in that re- 
port. Senator Hanna, President McKin- 
ley and myself talked of the strike as 
we did of other matters of current in- 
terest, but there was no suggestion from 
Senator Hanna at any time that he was 
mixing up in the matter at all.”’ 

Speaking of the action likely to be 
taken by congress at the next session, 
Senator Cullom said: 

“We shall have to enact some legisla- 
tion regarding the Philippines, but not 
much I think. Porto Rico is now all 
disposed of, and there is nothing to do 
for it. As far as Cuba is concerned, it 
has accepted the American proposals 
and we have nothing to do but let it 
alone and let it work out its own sal- 
vation. From all information I can get, 
the feeling is growing stronger in Cuba 
every day in favor of final annexation to 
this country. It will grow stronger and 
stronger as the Cubans find their neigh- 
bors in Porto .Rico enjoying the benefits 
of free trade with this country, which 
ey ate debarred from.

CUT IN WAGES 1S. PLANNED 


By the Cotton Mill Managers of Fall 
River. 


MILLS ARE MAKING NO MONEY 


At Least, So the Managers Claim. 
Cut Would Provoke Labor 
Troubles. 


Fall River, Mass., August 5.—The paper 
to be signed by the manufacturers of 
this city intended to bring about a re- 
duction of 15 per cent in the wages of 
print mill operatives, which reduction it 
Was proposed to go into effect on Sept. 
3, is not being signed. The intention 
was to present the paper to the manu- 
facturers immediately following the 
meeting at which the selling committee 
or local pool for handling the mill pro- 
duction, was dissolved. It was the in- 
tention of the promoters of the reduction 
movement to secure as many signatures 
as possible at once, but so many of the 
manufacturers left abruptly after the 
meeting closed that nothing was done to- 
ward requesting the representatives of 
the mills to sign. 

Tonight it was stated that In a meas- 
ure tuose manufacturers favoring a re- 
duction were greatly disappointed. .The 
secretary had hoped that the report of 
the sub-committee, favoring a dissolution 
of the selling committee, would be ac- 
complished and thefeafter a movement 
started in the convention favoring a re- 
duction In wages. As the matter stands 
tonight the paper is expected to be pass- 
ed by the executive committee of the 
Manufacturers’ Association, and there ig 
no means of knowing in what way the 
work will be carried on. For the mo- 
ment the assertion is made that it does 
not seem possible to secure unigon in a 
wage reduction movement, but on this 
point several days must go by to bring 
developments. 

The present wage scale is the highest 
in force for many years and has re- 
mained in force as a high wage scale for 
a longer period than any for twenty 
years. With prints selling at 2 9-16 cents 
per yard and cotton at the present price 
of 8 1-2 cents per pound, it is said that 
there is no profit to be obtained by the 
print mills. 


It is said among the labor union men 
that should a wage reduction be at- 


tempted it would provoke labor troubles. - 


For some time, {t is claimed, fine goods 
mills have been prosperous, paying sub- 
stantial dividends an running regularly. 
It is also claimed that among manufac- 
turers there is a strong opposition to the 
change in the wage scale, and it is also 
redicted that not enough signatures will 
e placed on the paper to make the 
plan operative

GIVEN BANKING 


‘Effect of New law Discussed 
by Dawes

6000 SHOWING BY SOUTH 


This Section Is Second in the Number 
of Banks Organized and in the 
Amount of Capital—New 
England Is Last on 
the List. 


Washington, August 5.—Mr, Dawes, 
comptroller of the currency, has issued 
the following statement regarding the ré- 
sults of the passage of the act of March 
4, 1900: 

“The impetus given to the organization 
of national banks by the act which be- 
came a law on March 14, 1900, still con- 
tinues. 

“During the sixteen and a half months 
Since the passage of the act there have 
been organized in the United States 665 
national banking associations with an ag- 
gregate capital of $34,267,000, accompanied 
by a bond deposit aggregating $10,006,200. 
Of these banks, 457 were organized with a 
capital of less than $50,000, the total 
amounting to $11,806,000, and 208 with a 
capital of $20,000 or over, the aggregate 
amounting to $22,385,000. Included in the 
total number of organizations are $2 
banks with capital of $5,920,000, which were 
conversions of state institutions; 03 of 
which were capitalized for less than $50,- 
000, and 25 for $50.000 or over. 

“Viewed from a geographical standpoint 
the middle states lead in the total number 
of organizations, namely, 214, of which 
14 were with capital of !ess,sthan $50,000 
and 60 with capital of $50,000 or more. Tie 
aggregate capital stock of the banks or- 
ganized in this sectidn was $11,580,000. 

“In the southern states 159 banks were 
organized with aggregate capital of $8,453,- 
000; 1038 of which were of the smaller class 
and 66 of the lareer,. 

“The next greatest number of organiza- 
tions occurred in the western § states, 
namely, 135, with an aggregate capital of 
$4.385,000. One hundred and thirteen of 
these banks were of the smaller class and 
22 of the larger. 

“In the eastern states 125 banks with a 
capital of $7,114,000 were organized, of 
which 70 were with a capital of less than 
$50,000 and 55 with a capital of $50,000 or 
more, 

“In the Pacific states, including Hawaii. 
there were 22 organizations with agegre- 
gate capital of $1,635,000. Of this number 
13 were of the smaller class and 9 were 
with capital of $50,000 or more. 

“The smallest number of organizations 
in any geographical division was in the 
New England states, namely 10, with capl- 
tal of $1,100,000. Three banks were or- 
ganized in New Hampshire and Connecti- 
cut respectively, two in Maine and one 
each in Massachusetts and Rhode Islend. 
Four of the number were of the smaller 


10 FIX THE BOUNDARY LINE 


-Governors McMillin and Tyler Have 
Reached an Agreement. 


STATES TO SHARE EXPENSE 


At Bristol, Main Street Will Be the 
Dividing Line Between the 
Two States. 


Washington, August 5.—Governors Mc- 
Millin, of Tennessee, and Tyler, of Vir- 
ginia, at a conference today determined 
upon the share of expense to be borne by 
their respective states in meeting thq 
cost of the delimitation of the boundary 
line between ‘Tennessee and Virginia, 
now being made by a commission ap- 
pointed for that purpose. 

Two of the three members are em- 
ployees of the cuast and geodetic survey 
and the third is a civilian. The pay of 
the two commissioners is not to exceed $10 
per day. The states pay the coast survey 
officials and difference between their sal- 
aries allowed by law and the $10 per day 
and the entire compensation of the third 
member of the commission. The agree- 
ment reached by the governors proposes 
that each state shal] share equally the 
expense incurred, which altogether will 
not amount probably to more than $4,000 
of $5,000.

Kansas City, Mo., August 5.—Exposi- 
ticn building, erected during the boom 
of 1857 at a cost of over $200,000, was de- 
stroyed in less than two hours’ time this 
afternoon by a fire which was started by 
a boy, who get fire, in a spirit of mischief, 
to some loose rubbish on the floor.

“The net increase of banks, capital, etc., 
during this period was as follows: 
“Number of banks 60; capital stock 
$43,248,680; bonds deposited to secure cir- 
culation $84,736,860; circulation, secured by 
bonds and by lawful money, $101,750,173. 
“Of the aggregate amount of bonds de- 
posited as security for circulation $329,- 
348,430, a trifle over % per cent, f. e., $316,- 
025,150, or 2 per cent of the issue of 1930. 
“The circulation of national banking as- 
sociations reached the maximum on Oc- 
tober 23, 1882. namely $362,400,602, which 
was $6,247,699 higher than the amount vut- 
standing on July 31, 1901.”

CUBANS CLAMOR 


General Gomez Admits That It 
Is Desired by Many 


HE AND PALMA HERETICS 


The Old Soldier Declares That He 
and His Friend Have Not Been 
Converted—The Question Is 
Solved by the Platt 
Law. 


Havana, August 5.—General Maximo 
Gomez has written to his friend, General 
Vega, regarding the reports that he had 
described himself and Senor Estrada 
Palma as annexationists. After remark- 
ing that he had come upcen a reference 
to the matter in a local paper in Puerto 
Principe, he said: 

“To prijend that Senor Palma and I 
are annexationists is madness. The best 
way to carry out a plan is to speak much 
of it. For this reason it appears that 
many Cubans desire annexation and look 
to mcst of the prominent chiefs of the 
revolution to support the movement; but 
they have tried to convert to the doc- 
trine some very old heretics. 

“The Platt law solved the question. The 
constitutional convention was not to 
blame, as it had fired the last cartridge 
in defense of absolute independence.” 

Senor Giberza recently refused to sub- 
ecribe to a fund being raised in the con- 
vention in ald of Marti, declaring that 
Marti was the evil genius of Cuba and 
that his memory would be execrated by 
history. 

Senor Cisneres urged the convention to 
exact an apology from Senor Giberga or 
to compel him to resign. 

Senor Giberga declares that he will @ot 
return to his seat in the convention until 
the matter is settled, and that he will 
publish a manifesto to-the country giving 
his reasons for thinking as he dces of 
Marti,

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STRICKEN BY DEATH 


‘Mother of Kaiser of Germany 
Dies After Long and Pain- 
ful Illness, 


BY DROPSY AND CANCER 
HER DEATH WAS CAUSED 


Emperor William and Other Children 
Were Present—For Years the 
Dowager Empress Has 
Known Death’s Hand 
Was on Her. 


Cronberg, August 5—The Dowager Em- 
press Frederick died at 6:15 p. m. this 
evening. 

The death of the dowager empress was 
somewhat sudden. At 4 o'clock her phy- 
siclans reported no change in her condi- 
tion. Emperor William and her majesty’s 
other children and the Empress Augusta 
Victoria were in the sick room most of 
the day. They were all round the »ed- 
side when the dowager empress passed 
@way, quietly. Professors Renvers and 
Spielhagen were also in the room. The 
flag on the castle was immediately half 
masted. At 8 o'clock this evening Impe- 
ror William conducted the members of 
the dowager empress’ household into the 
death chamber and led them, one by one, 
Past the bedsi@e to take a last farewell 
of their mistress, 

It is said the cause of death was 
dropsy accompanying the cancer. The re- 
markabie vitality of the dowager empress 
astonished her physicians. She retained 
consciousness to the end. - 

A premature statement that the dow- 
aogec empress was dead was given out 
officially at Hiombure castle short after 
noon. Count Marshal Haupt, who gave 
out the inaccurate announcement, has 
been summoned to Cronberg. ‘The false 
news was tcfegruphed widely, and many 
a cities displayed signs of mourn- 

ng. 

The dowager empress knew her days 
were few. she said farewell to most of 
her servants. It is unéerdstood that 
she had arranged for the future of near- 
ly every one sf them. She had expressed 
a desire that not much should be known 
by the public concerning ber disease, lest 
some should be saddened by the knowl- 
edge of her sufferir gs. 

There was much reluctance in summon- 
ing King Edward, as it was not desired 
that he should have a long wait. 

The empress’s face wears a singularly 
Peaceful expression, almost childlike, hav- 
ing shrunk from its normal size. 

She Suffered Without Complaint. 

Berlin. August 5.—The papers assert 
that the dowager empress long ago adopt- 
" ed her husband's motto, ‘“‘Learn to suffer 
without complaining.’’ She recently order- 
ed that the public should be excluded from 
the grounds of Friedrichsof, saying: 

“The world shall not learn what I am 
suffering! I will not be pitied in my mis- 
fortune.”’ 

* The announcement of the death of Dow- 
ager Empress Frederick was published 
here too late for comment in the evening 
papers, with the exception of The Freis- 
sinnige Zeitung, which recal's her heroic 
bearing during her husband's last days, 

“when she silently endured the heartless 
allusions of the chauvinistic German 
press."" This journal also praises her 
“dignified self effacement” since the death 
of Frederick the Noble. 

It is taken for granted that the inter- 
ment will be at Friedenskirche, Potsdam, 
by the side of Emperor Frederick, but 
the date of the function is not yet knovn 
publicly. 

The News in London. 

London, August 5.—The news of the 
Geath of the Dowager Empress Frederick 
spread slowly in London.

Council Votes To Buy Chamber of 
Commerce Building. 


DEAL NOT YET CONSUMMATED 


Board of Aldermen Must Concur and 
Mayor Approve Before Trans- 
fer Can Be Made. 


By a vote of 9 to 4 council yesterday 
afternoon declared in favor of purch%s- 
ing the chamber of commerce building 
a8 a permanent home for the city offices. 

Before the deal is consummated, how- 
ever, it will be necessary for the alder- 
manic board to concur in the action of 
council, and the paper must next receive 
the approval of the mayor. The plan 
is to pay $7,300 with notes due at the end 
of the year, and assume a $30,000 mort- 
g&4ze on the property. 

The city now pays a yearly rental of 
$4,500 to the chember of commerce, while 
the top floor of the building is rented 
to the Masons for $1,000 a year. Those 
who favored the deal asserted that the 
city would save about $2,000 a year by 
cwning its own home. The matter had 
been referred jointly to the finance ard 
public builcings and grounds committees, 
and these committees sent in a favorable 
report on the proposition. 

Councilman Kjontz opvosed the ovur-. 
chase. He said the city was not in a 
position to buy at present. Councilman 
Minhinnett took practically th> same po- 
sition. He referred to the building as a 
“rattle-tnap.”’ Councilman Rawson, 
chairman of the finance committee, us- 
serted that unless the city purchased 
the property someone else would, and 
the city would, in that event, doubtless 
have to move. He considered the deal a 
good one from a business standpoint. 

J. K. Orr, of the chamber of commerce, 
addressed the council in the interest of 
the proposition made by that body. Sev- 
eral members of council stated their 
views concerning the matter, and then 
a vote was taken. It resulted as follows:

REVENUE RULING ON TOBACCO

Yerkes, of the internal revenue, has de- 
cided that all tobacco material, including 
Scraps, cuttings and clippings, must be 
acccunted for by a manufacturer of ci- 
gar3s in the condiulon in which it was 
purchased. 

If a manufacturer, it is held, sells, or 
inver.tories as on hand, tobacco scraps, 
cuttings or clippings which he produced 
from unstemmed. leaf himself, the co}- 
lector will reduce such material to their 
equivalents in unstemmed leaf, fifteen 
rounds of stemmed tobacco scraps, cut- 
tings or clippings being equivalent to 
twenty-five pounds of unstemmed leaf.

He Charges the Americans with Al] 
Sorts of Atrocities and Urges 
the Filipinos Not To Yield. 
Death for General 
Cailles. 


Manila, August 5.—Miguel Malvar, who 
has been recognized as the successor of 
Aguinaldo by the Filipino junta at Hong 
Kong, has issued a proclamation dated 
July 16, copies of which arrived here this 
morning, giving assurances to the ratives 
of the continuation of an active vampaign 
and expressing hope for its successful 
issue. 

The proclamation, of which 50,000 coptes 
have been printed, purports to emanate 
from Batanga. It is a characteristic in- 
Surgent document, charging the Amer- 
cans with all sorts of atrocities, It re- 
counts the losses of guns and ammuni- 
tion and the death of four distinguished 
American officers, July 10, all of which, it 
Says, the authorities concealed. The 
proclamation threatens Genera! Calilles 
with death for treachery and warns all 
Filipinos who surrender that ihey will 
never be able to live outside the American 
lines. Malvar claims he has uzuffictent 
arms and supplies to continue the fight- 
ing indefinitely. 

The American officials belicve the prac- 
lamation was really written by Agon- 
cillo (the former representative of Agut- 
raldo in Evrope), at Hong Kong and that 
he probably has never seen Malyar. 
Strong efforts are being made by the po- 
lice to prevent the distribution of ‘she 
proc:amation. 


MARTIAL LAW IS PROCLAIMED 


Proclamations Are Issued by Castro 
and Carbiras. 


Port of Spain, Trinidad, July 31.—(Cor- 
respondence of the Associated Press.)— 
The revolutionary movement which has 
been so long expected in Venezuela, has 
just broken out. General Carlos Rangel 
Carbiras, formerly president of the sen- 
ate under the presidency of Dr. Molas 
Paul, rose on the 16th against the govern- 
ment of General Cipriano Castro. At the 
moment of writing he is near San An- 
tonio del Tachira, a town on the boun- 
dary of Columbia, with 4,000 to 5,000 men, 
who the Venezuelan government says, 
are well armed. 

Detailed accounts cannot be obtained, 
as martial law has been proclaimed and 
censorship established all over the re- 
public. President Castro issued the fol- 
lowing proclamation: 

“To the Venezuelans: 

“The sacred territory of the. fatherland 
has been invaded by an army of Colom- 
bians, commanded by the traitor, Carlos 
Rangel Carbiras, and they have entered 
by Lrena and San Antonio. 

“In announcing this uprising, which af- 


| fects the honor and peace of the repub- 


lic, L fulfill my duty as the man primurily 
onsible for the fate of Venezuela, 
and inform you that all necessary meas- 
ures have already been taken to repel 
this grave attempt. 
‘‘In order, therefore, to facilitate the 
exercise of my discretionary authority 
as commander in chief of the Venezuelan 
army and at the same time to enable me 
to fulfill my duties as president of the 
republic, the national executive has made 
use of the power conferred on him and 
has suspended those personal guaran- 
tees, the exercise of which may be in- 
compatible with the defense of the public 
order. 

“At the same time I have ordered 10,900 
troops of the army of the west to march 
immediately to San Cristobal, to support 
the authority of the political state of 
Tachira and to cause the sovereignty and 
integrity of the national territory to be 
respected.

mand in the name of Venezuela, in these 
solemn moments, the decided support of 
all her sons who are not like Rangel 
Carbiras, traitors to the country and who 
have right notions of honor and duty.

POLICE RESERVE IS Kite | 


—— 


Plan To Re-establish It Is Knocked 
Out by Council. 


NO EXTRA WORK FOR POLICE 


After Some Warm Arguments the 
Ordinance Was Voted Down 
by 13 To 5. 


The effort to reestablish the police re- 
serve died a natural death In council 
yesterday by a vote of 13 to 5. 

Some warm speeches were made for 
and against the ordinarce, which pro- 
posed to repeal the ordinance of March, 
1990, by which the police reserve was 
abolished. 

Members of council who favored the 
reestablishment of the reserve put it on 
the ground that the police commission, 
which had asked for it, ought to be 
given full power and authority in the 
management of the police department. 

On the other hand, those opposing it 
claimed that, if anything, the members 
of the police force are now doing tvo 
much work for the money they receive, 
and that extra duty shovld not be put 
upon them. They held if there was ny 
need for a reserve council should appro- 
priate the money and employ the neces- 
Sary extra policemen to compose it. 

When the ordinance with the favorable 
report of the committee was read Coun- 
cilman Konts made a strong appeal in 
behalf of the police reserve. He stated 
the committees had made every effort to 
ir-vestigate the question, and had come 
to the conclusion that the reserve ought 
to be reestablished. He mentioned in- 
stances where dangerous criminals might 
heve been caught if there had been 4 
police reserve which could have been sent 
cut to surround a locality where crime 
had been ccmmitted on a moment's no- 
tice. Councilman Kontz referred espe- 
clally to the murder of Policeman De- 
Bray, where the murderers, he said, 
might have been caught at once by a 
police reserve. The very existence of a 
police reserve, he said, would tend to the 
maintenance of law and order, because 
the lawless element would fear it. It 
might require somewhat longer hours of 
the policemen, he said, but it was almost 
an absolute necessity for the protection 
of the city. Other cities have a reserve, 
he said, and Atlanta needs one for the 
preservation of the law and for answer- 
ing fire calls. 

Alderman Johnson, chairman of the po 
lice committee, in supporting the report 
of the committee, said he felt that coun- 
cil should stand by the police commission 
as long as it has charge of the police 
department. They have asked for the 
reestablishment of this reserve by a vote 
of 56 to 2. They know what they want, 
Mr. Johnson gaid, and if they are not 
incompetent they should be allowed to 
run the department as they see fit. 


derman Johnson said, ‘‘would be equiva- 
lent te slapping oe police board in the 
face.’ 


Some Warm Opposition. 

“Talk about your police reserve catch- 
ing criminals,” said Councilmann Bar- 
rett in ‘opposing the ordinance, “why 
when Polfc@man Ponder was killed the 
reserve came rushing up and all they 
eould do was to arrest poor old Bud 
Kimbrough, who was sitting there drunk 
on-a beer keg. 

“It is wrong to put more work on these 
policemen who are getting only $2 a day. 
They're hardly getting enough now to 
keep themselves in food and clothes. 

“They are making a  0big bugbear 
of this DeBray murder. Why there's 
been five or six of the same kind and 
they've never caught the criminals. 

“As far as slapping the commission in 
the face is concerned, why I slapped ’em 
in the face last March, a year ago, with 
my vote, and if that’s a slap why I'm 
going to spank ‘em again.” 

Councilman Grady opposed the adop- 
tion of the report of the committee. He 
did not think the refusal to reestablish 
the reserve would be slapping the com- 
mission in the face, since they them- 
selves had brought the matter up. The 
city seemed able to secure money for 
viaducts and the like, he said, but when 
it came to Increasing the police force 
the cry went up that there was no money 
and then they want to call on the police- 
men to do more work. If the reserve is 
worth anything, he said. it is worth pay- 
ing for. But he did not consider it was 
worth anything; he thought experience 
had shown it was entirely unnecessary. 

Councilman Fincher spoke against the 
ordinance, and Councilman Hill explained 
why the committee made a favorable re- 
port. It was done, he said, on the rep- 
resentation that the police commission 
wanted the reserve, and because it was 
stated that it would be necesgsary for 
policeman to serve extra time only once 
in every eleven days. 

Councilman Minhinnett favored the or- 
dinance because he said the police com- 
mission should be given full power and 
authority in running the department. 

On the motion of Councilman Kontz 
that the favorable report of the commit- 
tee be adopted, the report was killed by 
the following vote of 13 to 5:

ATLANTA, GA., August 6, 1901. 
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Is the Case ProvenP 

The Constitution is always delighted 
to engage the attention of The; New 
York Sun, and especially to set it 
upon the right line whenever it be- 
trays a tendency to go astray. 

The lynching of two Italians in Mis- 
sissippi afforded The Constitution an 

portunity to lament the recurrence 
of such offenses, and to suggest that 
the governor of Mississippi had a high 
/ duty to perform in bringing the guilty 
to punishment. To the reasons then 
advanced The Sun adds one or two of 
its own, atarting from the suggestion 
that Italy is now on the verge of an 
extensive emigration and that the 
southern states of the union are best 
' prepared to profit by it. This being 
so, it is necessary that these Italians 
should be given every encouragement 
and every assurance that they are 
coming to a land of law and order. 

“Lynching,” says The Sun, “like 
that in Mississippi and that which 
took place in Louisiana a few years 
ago tend to frighten away Italian im- 
migration in the south. . If the 
south wants to attract immigration of 
any kind it must offer to it the in- 
‘ducement of considerate treatment 
and effectual protection against mob 
violence and a narrow race prejudice. 
It must be hospitable to the stranger 
within its gates.” 

To the sentiment of which The Con- 
stitution fully agrees, but not without 
firat: suggesting to The Sun that its 
premises are not altogether correct. 

Has the’ south got a monopoly of 
mob violence and narrow race prej- 
udice? 

Is it a fact that lawlessness prevents 
successful immigration? 

If The Sun will but cast its ray 
upon the state of Illinois it will find 
that the negro has been received by a 
shotgun welcome whenever he ven- 
tured to seek that state for the pur- 
pose of earning a livelihood. 

The honest immigrant was shot to 
death before he could escape from the 
box car at Pana. He was again wel- 
comed to a hospitable grave in the re- 
publican town of Virden. But a few 
days ago a party of colored workmen 
was halted outside the gates of Chica- 
go, and kept in practical imprisonment 
without food or water for 
twenty-four hours. The’ citizens 
of Melrose Park sat upon their door- 
steps with loaded shotguns ready to 
give the colored workers short shrift 
if they dared to enter. Although these 
men were thus besieged and bedeviled 
for twenty-four hours, there was no 
voice raised in their behalf in the civ- 
ilized city of Chicago, nor in the free- 
dom loving state of Abraham Lincoln. 
Coming nearer home The Sun might 
find a few examples of lawlessness and 
race prejudice in the state of Penn- 
sylvania, where the foreigner had to 
march to his work looking down the 
gaping mouth of a shotgun. 

Has this unfriendly and violent 
treatment of immigrants formed a bar- 
rier to the settlement of either Penn- 
sylvania or Illinois? If the lecture is 
so good for the south today why was 
it mot equally as good for Pennsyl- 
vania a few years ago and for Illinois 
today? It is notorious that all over the 
north there exists not only a violent 
race prejudice against the negro, but 
against the white man himself, and 
that in the cities of New York and 
Boston the Italian is hardly given the 
consideration of the negro. The na- 
tives talk about Italians with a nasal 
twang expressing their contempt. The 
Italian comes, it is true, but comes in 
spite of the disfavor with which he is 
received. | 

As far as the south is concerned, it 
fe a much larger country than even 
The Sun has realized. An occasional 
crime here and there is over five hun- 
dred miles apart, and in no way 7 
cates a general condition. Under ail 
ciroumstances the south is quite ready 
for any comparison with any other 
section, . 


The Chinese Situation. 

The revival of the boxer activity in 
southern China leads to the fear that 
‘we have not yet seen the worst of the 
Chinese situation. 
~ The massacres which led to the in- 
terference of the governments of the 
west were shocking beyond imagina- 
tion, but the causes were understood, 
gnd in some sense discounted by those 
‘who had assumed the risk of life in 
the celestial empire. China was a 
closed nation, having opened certain 
ports to the outside world under pres- 
sure. She had not advanced to the 
point where international rights were 
acknowledged, and as a consequence 
those who went into the empire did 
so understanding the risk. Unfortu- 

nately for the missionaries, the idea of 
foreign domination was connected with 
them, and from that moment they were 
-. looked: upon by the natives as repre- 
sentatives of foreign ideas and foreign 


- 

The interference of the combined na- 
tions had- the effect of bringing this 
condition to an. end, but the great 
work is yet to be accomplished of in- 
structing the Chinese people in regard 
to their relations with the world 
abroad. The question of indemnity, a 
most unfortunate one, was raised, and 
instead of trying to gain the good will 
of the people of China with a view to 
better conditions in the future, the 
sole interest of the foreign nations be- 
came centered in the fixing of an in- 
demnity which should stand as a badge 
"of control and still further enrage the 
populace. The natural result is begin- 
ning to manifest itself. The pitiful 
sum gained through indemnity stands 
as nothing in comparison to the fu- 
ture good will of the Chinese people. 
That good will was needed in order 
that our missionaries might have free 
access throughout the whole country; 
that our merchants might be enabled 
to. extend a mutually profitable trade, 
and that the different peoples respect- 
ing the peculiarities of each, would 
stand upon a plane where in -the fu- 
ture there could be no misunderstand- 
ing. But this blissful condition has 
been sacrificed for a few dollars and 
the work of conciliating the Chfnese 
people is still in the future. 

Better to have foregone all the losses 
and to have regarded the past as closed 
in return for future peace than to have 
collected mercenary toll, carrying with 
it the enmity of the people. 


— 
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The New Man. 

In a reference to certain experi- 
ments made by Dr. Seaver, of Yale uni- 
versity, The Constitution argued that 
the time was coming when the college 
graduate would represent a semi-bar- 
rel hoop instead of the man with 
whom we have been accustomed. 

To this statement Dr. K. H. Boland, 
of this city, makes reply to the effect 
that The Constitution but half stated 
the story. The spread of scoliasis will 
produce a race of men unique and ter- 
rible, such as has never been known 
to the fancy of the world. ‘‘Scolia- 
sis,” says Dr. Boland, “is the curving 
of the spine laterally, with one shoul- 
der raised and the other lowered, and 
one side of the trunk bulging with the 
other side correspondingly depressed, 
and when the curve extends to the 
lower part of the spine one hip will 
be raised and the other lowered, mak- 
ing an apparent difference in the 
length of the limbs, which in turn 
causes a halt or limp in walking.” | 

Pursued to its last analysis, the col- 
lege student of the future will continue 
to shrivel away on one side while be- 
coming abnormally. developed on the 
other, until he shall become a mono- 
ped, with one eye, one arm, and one 
foot upon which to stand. 

Dr. Boland gives it as his experience 
that this disease is even worse in the 
female colleges than in the male, be- 
cause whatever little exercise there 
may be in the male colleges there is 
none whatever in those of the females. 
This want of exercise is the greatest 
curse of éur growing educational sys- 
tem, and one of the strangest features 
of it is that men who &éhould be inter- 
ested in the physical development of 
the race are so often opposed to the 
athletic sports which are but intend- 
ed to challenge the vivacity of youth 
and to offset the errors of overstudy. 
Dr. Boland shows that for the past 
thirty years more than 65 per cent of 
those seeking relief from this deform- 
ity in Georgia are females. 

This makes it evident that some- 
thing more exciting than a five minute 
game of lawn tennis is necessary to 
offset the impending danger.

Another Assault Upon the Bedbug. 


No sooner is the war against the 
mosquito under way than an assault 
has been organized upon the humble 
bedbug. This time the scene of ex- 
periment is in the Yucatan town of 
Progresso, and the man who claims 
credit for it is Acting Assistant Sur- 
geon Hodgson, stationed at that place. 

The war upon the mosquito was in- 
augurated in Havana, where several 
soldiers kindly volunteered to see if 
the little creatures would lead them 
up to a case of yellow fever. The re- 
sult was the conclusion that the mos- 
quito was the bearer of yellow fever, 
and that if he could be exterminated 
the probability of fever would be 
largely diminished. The physicians 
of the union have given a very favora- 
ble reception to the new theory, and 
from hundreds of cities comes the 
news that the Kerosene treatment for 
the destruction of the mosquito is be- 
ing resorted to. 

It is along this line that Dr. Hodg- 
son announces that he has discovered 
another fever motor, the bedbug. He 
announces that at the same time he 
has discovered the remedy for fever as 
well. In Central and South America 
tincture of the seed or bean of the 
cedron is used as an antidote for the 
stings of insects or the bites of snakes. 
He has experimented with this cedron 
tincture under most unfavorable con- 
ditions among insanitary surround- 
ings, with uneducated, unclean and ig- 
norant nurses, and every case he treat- 
ed recovered. “I have concluded,” 
says Dr. Hodgson, “that the seed is 
@ sure cure for yellow fever.”’ 

Now that the bug has been pilloried 
as doubly dangerous, being a conveyor 
of yellow fever, and that a remedy has 
been found for the cure of the fever it- 
self, it will be in order to kill the in- 
sects with redoubled energy and keep 
on hand a plentiful supply of the new 
remedy. 

After a while there will be nothing 
left for the doctors to do. 
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Unwise Insurance Legislation. 


The withdrawal of so many fire in- 
surance companies from the south is 
generally credited to unwise legislation 
based upon an insufficient knowledge 
of the facts. Nothing is easier than 
for a legislature to pass laws in re- 
straint of the business operations of 
insurance companies, but they seem 
to forget that nothing is easier than 
for these companies to pack up, bag 
and baggage, amd go elsewhere where 
they may be more favorably treated. 

The necessity for insurance still re- 
maing, and those who must have it 
are put to the trouble of going abroad 
and submitting to extra conditions in 
order to obtain it, while the state loses 
the benefit of being the domicile of the 
company; it loses in the money that 
might be spent at home and in the 
salaries withdrawn from its midst. 
One of the most prominent represen- 
tatives of a company recently forced 
out of the south declares that this was 
done ‘“‘because the southern agents 
failed to accomplish results that would 
render continuance desirable because 
of hostile legislation enacted in mear- 
ly every southern state, this legisla- 
tion producing the logical result of de-

ratio.” Upon which views 
ance journal says: 

But our concern is chiefly with the peo- 
ple of the south. We only cite this reason 
in order to illuetrate that further with- 
drawals of companies must everitually re- 
sult in a, drought of insurance factlities 
and a decided increase of rates by the 
companies that remain. Hence our appeal 
to its citizens to emancipate themselves 
from their indifference with the enact- 
ment of hostile laws, which make possi- 
ble such a deplorable condition, and help 
to make more liberal laws. The patriotic 
and energetic southern man should no 
longer ruthlessly ignore the fact that in 
the grand stock exchange of trade and 
commerce, a friendly welcome to capital, 
and the enactment of just and liberal 
laws for the regulation of corporations, 
best protects and promotes the interest 
and welfare of citizens and their respec- 
tive communities. 

In this age of rapid mails and tele- 
graphic communication it matters but 
little to a business institution where 
it may locate its headquarters. Hostile 
laws can drive away the hgadquarters, 
but they cannot remove the necessity

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Our Trade with China. 


The discussion of our trade with 
China, which has been given so much 
prominence by The Constitution, has 
attracted the attention of The Balti- 
more Herald, which advocates the 
adoption of the middleman, whose 
weight keeps down the price of cot- 
ton. 

This question of commercial mech- 
anism, as we have heretofore inti- 
mated, is one to which the people 
pay no attention whatever. It would 
surprise even the best informed cot- 
ton handler to learn of the process 
through which the staple has to go 
before it reaches the ultimate pur- 
chaser in China. Profits are taken off 
cotton all the way from the interior 
Chinese town through Europe and 
back to America before the planter is 
considered, and the has to be content 
with what is left. As shown by The 
Herald, the delivery of a bolt of cot- 
ton drilling from a local mill here to 
the natives of China would go through 
the following course: 

First, the mill owner would sell the 
drilling to a broker, probably situated in 
New York city; the New York broker, 
or middleman, will sell usually to some 
German broker with direct connection in 
Hong Kong. The Hong Kong man is 
invariably some European who has lo- 
cated in the Orient and formed for him- 
self communications with dealers in the 
interior of the Mongolian empire. He 
wholesales the drilling to Chinese mer- 
chants, and these finally dispose of the 
goods to the Chinese who desire to at- 
tire themselves in the long-wearing drill- 
ing made in far away America. 

Here we have five unnecessary men in- 
terposed by this complicated and un- 
economical method of selling American 
drilling to the Chinese. Manifestly, the 
cost of original production figures but 
slightly in the final price paid by the 
Chinese for this drilling. In such cases 
four men handle the goods and make 
a substantial profit upon them without 
even the wrappers covering the bale of 
drilling being removed. These four men 
are absolutely unnecessary for the 
proper conduction of the traffic between 
the manufacturer in his mills and the 
agent in Hong Kong. 

Is it any wonder, after such a show- 
ing as this, that not only the cotton 
producer, but the cotton manufacturer, 
must be content with the lowest price, 
while cotton handlers from _  TIAver- 
pool to Hong Kong are reckoned with 
the merchant princes of the world? 
The appeal made by The Constitution 
to the cotton manufacturers of this 
section to organize for the purpose of 
securing direct trade with the cus- 
tomer in China gains force from this 
presentation. For a century the cot- 
ton grower has been the rock upon 
which the commercial superstructure 
of Europe and Asia was built. The 
cotton millionaire was to be found in 
England, in the Mediterranean ports, 
in Cairo and Alexandria, in Singapore, 
Calcutta and Canton, while the half- 
paid producer was content to go in 
debt upon which to raise the next 
crop. 

With the argument that it would be 
inhuman to break up a business sys- 
tem upon which so many persons de- 
pend for a livelihood we have noth- 
ing to do. It is a claim based upon 
sentiment, against which improvement 
must march. The time has come for 
the planter to secure his share of the 
profit and no one can help him so 
much as the local cotton manufactur- 
er.

| ARBITRATORS’ TIME RAN OUT 


Sickness of Pope Brown Makes Gov- 
ernor’s Action Necessary. 


CRENSHAW IS IN SAVANNAH 


Allen Fort and W. F. Jenkins To 
Arbitrate Macon Street Rail- 
road Returns. 


An unusual situation has arisen in 
connection with the tax returns of three 
small railroads in the southern part of 
the state. In spite of the fact that arbi- 
trators have been appointed to pass upon 
the valuations of these roads, the arbi- 
trators have never met to take action, and 
under the law, it now devolves upon the 
governor to name two arbitrators to rep- 
resent the state in each case. 

The cause of the failure of the arbi- 
trators to get together and either agree 
or fail to agree, was the sickness of Hon. 
J. Pope Brown. Mr. Brown has been in 
bed two weeks, and within that period 
the time has expired for the arbitrators 
to agree upon an umpire. 

The roads involved are the South Geor- 
gia, the Valdosta Scuthern and the Geor- 
gia Northern. In each case the returns 
were raised by the comptroller general, 
and upon resort to arbitration Hon. Pope 
Brown was named to represent the sthite 
in all of them. 

Comptroller Gencral Wright will refer 
the matter to the attorney general, but 
he is satisfied the ld&w is clear on the sub- 
ject, and that the guvernor will now have 
to make the appointments. 

Arbitrators for Macon. 

Governor Candler yesterday named 
Judge Allen Fort, of Americus, and Judge 
W. F. Jenkins, of Putnam. to repre- 
sent the state as arbitrators In fixing 
the valuation for taxation of the Con- 
solidated and Metropolitan Street rail- 
roads of Macon. It is likely that Judge 
H. E. W. Palmer will continue to repre- 
sent the stret railroad companies, he 
being the arbitragpr who acted with Judge 
Spencer R. Atkinson representing the 
state, and with wkrum he was unable to 
agree. 

The Macon street railroads are both un- 
der one management, but are recognized 
as separate companies. Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright increased’ the assessment of 
the Metropolitan $20,000, and that of the 
Consolidated $40,000. The arbitrators named 
could not agree upon an umpire and so 
reported to the comptroller general. 
Plant System Returns. 


Chairman T. C. Crenshaw, of the ralil- 
road commission, is in Savannah for the 
purpose of looking into the valuatiorf of 
the Savannah, Florida an@ Western rail-+ 
road. He 1s the arbitrator representing 
the state, while Hon. Pope Barrow is act- 
ing for the read. 

The returns of the Savannah, Florida 
and Western, which is a part of the 
Plant system, were rejected by the comp- 
troller general, and he was unable to 
reach an agreemnt with the officials of 
the road as to the proper returns that 
should be made. The principal dispute 
arose over the value of the road's real 
estate in Savannah. The officials were 
willing to increase this provided a reduc- 
tion was made on the main line between 
Savanrah and Waycross. This the comp- 
troller general refu-ed, and the appoint- 
ment of arbitrators followed. The same 
property was passed upon by arbitrators 
just a year ago, but the returns made 
this year were somewhat smaller than 
those of 1900.

Cotton and Corn Are Showing Prom- 
ise of Good Yield.

COUNC'E ASKS GRAND JURY 


_ TO INVESTIGATE CHARGES 
COUNCIL WOULD TURN — 


Pierce Resolutio, Calling for 


Indictments Unanimously 
Adopted 


SEEKS TO HAVE MATTER 
PROBED TO THE BOTTOM 


Effort Is Made To Have Street Cor- 
ner Trash Boxes Declared Nui- 
sance—Many Resolutions 
Considered by Council 
Yesterday. 


During an impressive silence council 
vesterday unanimously adopted the reso- 
lution by Alderman Pierce calling vpon 
the new grand jury to investigate the 
charges and insinuations that had been 
made and which were calculated to leave 
the impression that members of the body 
aad been improperly influenced to vote 
on franchise matters. 

The paper asks that the grand jury 
Summon before it all persons who may 
have made these charges or might know 
something of them. Also, that if any 
be found guilty, that they be indicted, 
but that if, after a thorough investiga- 
tion, it is found that the charges are 
without foundation, that the parties cir- 
culating the charges be indicted. 

When the paper was read by Clerk 
Campbell, Alderman Pierce immediately 
moved that it be passed. There was not 
a dissenting voice. 

The text of the resolution is as fol- 
lows: 

Whereas, sindry charges and insinuations 
have been made piblicly and privately con- 
cernirg the members of the general council, 
and especially certain members of the board 
of aldermen, involving their ,rivate charac- 
ter, and calculated to creaté the impression 
that bribery -or other improper influences 
exist whereby their votes have been controlled 
on the question of granting franchises to 
street railway corporations; therefore, be it 

Resolved, by the mayor and general council 
of the city of Atlanta, That the grand jury, 
s00n to be impaneled for the county of Ful- 
ton, be requested to summon before them all 
parties making such charges, and such others 
a3 may Know, or claim to know, anything 
thereon, and make a thorough and exhaustive 
research therein, and after such investigation 
to indict all parties guilty of violating the 
law in any particular. If any of the mem- 
bers of this body have been guilty of bribery 
or corruption, let them be indicted. If not, 
then the parties circulating such reports should 


likewise be indicted, where the law can reach 
them. 


Hunter Is Re-appointed. 

Mayor Mims, in a communication to 
council, stated that he had appointed J. 
K. Hunter to succeed himself as city 
warden and license inspector, and upon 
moticn of Alderman LaHatte the appoint- 
ment was confirmed by a unanimous vote. 
The appointment was for two years, be- 
ginning July 1. 

Councilman Barrett then introduced a 
resolution touching the death of Mrs. 
Reed, wife of Councilman John C. Reed. 
Upon motion of Councilman Kontz the 
resolution was adorted by a rising vote. 

The resolution was as follows: 

Whereas this council has noticed with great 
regret the sad loss to Councilman Reed of his 
wife, and 

Whereas she was a most estimable lady, an 
esteemed wife, a beloved mother and a worthy 
representative of the city on the board of 
~y visitors to the public schools; therefore, 
e it 

Resolved by the mayor and general council, 
That we take this public method of expressing 
to our fellow councilman our sympathy with 
him in this great bereavement. 

Resolved further, That in the death of this 
good lady our common city has suffered in the 
loss of a model mother and wife, an exemplary 
character and a respected officer. 

Resolved further, That a copy of this reso- 
lution be furnished the Hon. John C. Reed, 
and, also, spread upon a separate page of 
the minutes. 

Upon motion cf Councilman Minhinnett 
the rules were suspended so that the 
bids for the repairing of Whitehall street 
with asphalt from the south end of the 
viaduct to Windsor street could be opened 
and read, There were three bids, and all 
were referred to the streets committee 
for consideration and report. 

All the bids were accompanied by certi- 
fied checks for $600 in each case. The 
bids were made upon propositions, the 
first of which Was to put down an entire 
new paving, putting down the concrete 
base for asphalt.

STRICKLAND STILL MISSING 


No Trace Can Be Found of Boy Who 
Disappeared Saturday. 


HE HAS NOT GONE VISITING 


Relatives Have No Idea Where He 
Can Be—Police Still Trying 
To Find the Boy. 


The disappearance of Arthur Strickland, 
the 14-year-old son of Mrs. 8S. E. Strick- 
land, of No, 22 Broyles street, is still a 
deep and unfathomable mystery, 

All the reports about his having gone 
to visit relatives or friends in some other 
city are absolutely without any founda- 
tion, his relatives in Atlanta state.

Railway and Power Co. Files Eight 
Applications for Changes in 
Lines — Council Holds a 
Meeting Covering Sev- 
en Hours. 


Striking the Pierce amendment embody- 
ing thé 2l-yezar restriction, council yester- 
day passed ‘the ordinance granting a 
franchise to the Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company for an extension of its Forrest 
avenue line on the Boulevard.

Before this action was taken, however, 
a conference committee had to be ap- 
pointed. Alderman Pierce was a member 
of that committee, and he _ declared 
against his 2l-vear amendment, stating 
that he did so only because he considered 
the extension merely a part of an incom- 
plete system and not in the nature of 
a separate fran: hise. The franchise goes 
back to the aldermanic board for con- 
currence and will unquestionably pass, as 
Dr. Pierce has decided to vote against 
the short term franchise in this particu- 
lar instance. He was quoted as saying 
this view of the matter did not have 
reference to the Peters street franchise 
asked for by the same company. 

As soon as the franchise was taken up 
Councilman Grady moved that a con- 
ference committee be appointed consist- 
ing of two aldermen and three council: 
men, to confer at once and see if sorn? 
arreement could not be reached which 
would be satisfactory to both bodies. 
Councilman H‘ll moved, es a substitute, 
that council not concur in the change 
made by the aldermanic tiard. This mo-

Councilman Grady renewed his former 
motion, and Mayor Pro Tem.

Aldermen Pierce and Welch and Council- 
men Longino and Barrett. Alderman 
Welch asked to be excused from serving, 
and Alderman Kilpatrick was named in 
his place.

A recess of twenty minutes was tak- 
en to allow the committee to confer and 
prepare a report. The committee retired 
to the office of the commissioner of -pub- 
lic works, while the other members of 
council took advantage of the recess to 
get a bite to eat. The committee was out 
about fifty minutes, and when it return- 
ed the following report was submitted 
for the consideration of council: 

“Your conference committee begs to 
recommend that the amendment calling 
for 2 per cent of the gross receipts in 
case of consolidation be allowed to stand 
as part of the franchise. We further 
recommend that the amendmen; limiting 
the life of the franchise to twenty-one 
years be stricken from the franchise.

The report was adopted. 

The physical connections of the Power 
company on Euclid avenue were allow- 
ed with the tax on the gross receipts 
amendment. The application of the same 
company for a turn-out on its Decatur 
street line, between Grant street and the 
Boulevard, was the occasion of consider- 
able discussion. Councilman Minhinnett 
favored it. He said the change would be 
for the benefit of the people in that sec- 
tion of the city. Councilman Kontz pro- 
posed the twenty-one-year amendment 
but it was voted down. 

An amendment by Councilman Fincher, 
providing for a tax on receipts in case 
of consolidation, was adopted. Then the 
paper as amended was adopted. Coun- 
cilman Kontz declared that the company 
ought not to be exempted from the oper- 
ation of the general ordinance, while 
Alderman Day asserted that if it was. 
the ordinance might as well be repealed. 


Power Company’s Applications. 


During the meeting the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company filed eight sep- 
arate apnlications for changes in q num- 
ber of its lines. All-the petitions were 
referred to the street railway committee 
for renort 

The following were the applications: 

To substitute double tracks on Hous- 
ton street from Peachtree or North Pryor 
to Courtland street, along Courtland to 
Pine, along Pine to Piedmont avenue and 
on Piedmont avenue to Ponce de Leon 
circle. To put double tracks on Walker 
street from Nelson to Peters, on Peters 
to Park street to connect with the tracks 
on that gtreet. To relay tracks on Angier 
avenue from Boulevard to city limits: to 
substitute double tracks on North Boule- 
vard from Irwin or Highland avenue to 
city limits. 

To put either single or double tracks on 
Pulliam street from Clarke to Georgia 
avenue; to put In curves and switches on 
Edgewood avenue at intersection of Pied- 
mont avenue, and along Piedmont avenue 
south 200 feet to the company’s car barn. 
To put in curves and switches on Jack- 
son street, so that cars can be operated 
in both directions on that thoroughfare. 
To put single or double tracks along 
Capitol avenue from terminus of line, 
near Bass street, to city limits, and to 
connect tracks on Capitol avenue with 
the tracks on Ormond street by switches. 
To put single or double tracks on Simp- 
son street, beginning at terminus of pres- 
ent line and continuing to city limits. 

In each case it Was expressly stipu- 
lated that the company be exempted from 
the operation of the general ordinance of 
August, 1899. 

The meeting of council yesterday was 
one of the longest sessions of that body 
on record. e meeting began at 3 
o'clock and adjournment Was taken a few 
minutes before 10 o'clock last night. An 
adjourned session will be held next Mon- 
day afternoon to take action on the Peters 
street franchise of the Rapid Transit 
company, which is to be acted upon by 
the aldermanic board Thursday.

Request To Build Refused by 
All but One Vole 


SEVERE CHARGES ARE MADE 


é 
Alderman Johnson Characterizes Dr. 


Monnish’s Proposed ‘‘Residence” 
at Peachtree and Forrest 
Ave. in No Uncertain 
Terms. 


Counci! yesterday refused to grant the 
petition of Dr. W. A. Monnish for permis- 
sion to build a twelve-room residence at 
Peachtree street and Forrest avenue by 
a vote of 17 to 1. 

In supporting his motion that council 
refuse the petition, Mayor Pro Tem. John- 
son did not mince words, calling the pro- 
posed institution by a name which would 
indicate that it was illegal, and asserting 
that the applicant had been in the habit 
of violating the law. 

The petition of Dr. Monnish was ad- 


dressed to the building inspector, to the 
mayor and the general council. Building 
Inspector Pittman turned it over to coun- 
cil under the recent ordinance which re- 
quires the apnroval of the mayor and 
general council upon all permits for the 
building of hotels, sanitariums apd hos- 
pitals. It stated that the plans and specti- 
fications were submitted and that Dr. 
Monnish did not desire to build a sanita- 
rium, hotel or hospital, but intended only 
to build a private residence on his own 


proverty. 

During the discussion the orinion of 
the city attorney was called for. Mr. 
Mayson, referrine to the new ordinance, 
expressed the opinion that council could 
refuse a permit for the building of a 
sanitarium, hotel or hospital where it 
might see fit. He said, however, that 
council did not have the right to refuse a 
permit for a purely private residence, 

Opposed by Johnson. 

After the reading of the petition, Mayor 
Pro Tem. Johnson called Alderman Welch 
to the chair and moved that the general 
council do not grant the petition. The 
motion was seconded by Councilman 


Grady. 

“The petition of Dr. Monnish,”’ Mr. 
Johnson said, ‘‘is in perfect order. Every 
man has the right to build a private resi- 
dence on his own private property when 
it is his purpose so to build. This council 
has no right to refuse such a permit 
when it is the purpose only to build a 


private residence. 

“But I have a statement to make which 
I hate to make, but in this case I feel it 
necessary. Let each member of council 
take the circumstances to himself.” 

Mr. Johnson then read the card that 
was sent out some time ago by Mrs. Dr. 
Rosa Monnish in which she advertises 
herself as a specialist, who is most suc- 
cessful and skillful in the treatment of 
ladies “by one of their own sex.”’ The 
card told of the fact that she was build- 
ing a residence with all modern equip- 
ments and conveniences in a most fash- 
ionable part of the city, at Peachtree 
street and Forrest avenue. It stated that 
first-class accommodations could be fur- 
nished for a limited number of ladies 
from a distance. The new residence, she 
said, would be occupied by November 1. 


Some Plain Talk. 


“My constituents in that neighborhood,” 
declared Mr. Johnson, “do not want an 
abortion factory in their midst. They do 
not want this kind of a residence next 
to their homes. While we cannot prove 
it is to be such a place, the indications 
all point to it. They may sue me, but if 
they do I will try my best to prove it. 
If that card don’t prove it nothing does. 
These gentlemen do not want this place 
in their midst. What these people have 
been doing is against the law and every- 
body knows it. This card shows they do 
not want to build a residence, and my 
constituents do not want the place there. 

“You, Councilman Barrett, Councilmen 
Lewis, Rawson, ““incher, you would not 
want such a place rn e~ainst your homes, 
and Mr. Meador, Mr. Kiser, Mr. Venable 
and others do not want it against theirs. 

“This petition ought to be turned down, 
not because it is Peachtree street or be- 
cause it is a fashionable neighborhood, 
but because the people do not want such a 
place near them. I trust every member 
of council will help me in this matter, 
as I would do the same for them should 
they request it. I move the petition be 
refused.’’ 


Mr. Barrett’s Suggestion. 


“I second the motion,”’ said Councilman 
Barrett, ‘‘and In doing so I would like 
to say there's a lot down here on Hulsey 
and Rhodes streets next to the eas house 
and the crematory that is just the place 
for institutions of this kind. I am not 
in favor of putting anything of tie 
kind upon people when they don’t want 
| 

Counciiman Longino stated that he did 
not know the people who had filed the 
petition and had never seen them, never- 


theless he would have to vote in favor 


of the petition because he thought every 
man had the right to bulld a residence 
on his own private property and council 
had no right to refuse such a petition. 
Council should grant such petitions, he 
said, and then if the parties keep a dis- 
orderly place they can be galled to ac- 
count under the law. That he considered 
was the proper course.

~ PENSION LISTS

Will Take Nearly $150,000 
More for Next Year, 


MANY WEW APPLICATIONS, 


—_-- 


Commissioner of Pensions Lindsey 
Already Has Nearly 2,000 New 
Names on List—Will Be 
About 500 More Be- 
fore October l. 


The indications are that the pension roll 
pext year will be inereased by something 
Hike $125,000 to $150,000, if not more. 

Commissioner of Pensions J. W. Lind- 
sey stated yesterday that he had already 

‘approved the applications of 851 new in- 
l dtgent pensioners, forty-four in the dis- 
"abled class and ten of the old class of 
widows. This makes a total of 904 new 
applications that have been approved. 

In addition to the foregoing the pension 
commissioner has already approved, as 
has been stated, the applications of 1,047 
widows of the new class provided for 
under the act of the last legislature and 
known as indigent widows. It will be 
geen, therefore, that there are already 
nearly 2,000 new names to go on the pen- 
sion list. 

From his past experience and the rate 
at which the applications are coming in 
now, Commissioner Lindsey says that 
there will be at least 500 more applica- 
tions approved by October 1 next, making 
a total of about 2,500 new ones in addi- 
tion to those already on the rolls. 

The grand total will be reduced some- 
what, of course, by the death list. Last 

year this was about 6 per cent, or a total 
‘of about 400. Taking this into considera- 
tion, then, it will be seen that there will 
still be more than 2,000 new names to go 
On the pension rolls next year. 

Last year there was vaid out for pen- 
sions about $696,000. With the additions 
herein stated, therefore, the pension roll 
next year will foot up im the neighbor- 
borhood of $850,000, if it does not fully 
reach that amount. ~- 

Among the new apniications which 
have been approved by the pension com- 
missioner, there are from Fulton fifty 
from indigent soldiers, one from a dis- 
@bled seldier, ninety-one from the new 
class of widows and one from the old 
class of widows, making a total of 143 
new applications from this county alone. 

In the case of the new class of widows 
the coming session of the legislature will 
have to provide for their payment. No 
‘adequate provision was made for it at 
the time the law was passed and that is 
the reason they were not paid this year.

Johnson, of the Annuity 
Life Insurance Company, who is well 
known in Atlanta, is positive that the 
dead man hitherto unknown is his broth- 
er, Paul D. Johnson, of Stone Mountain, 
who up to a short while ago was in the 
employ of A, C. Lampkin on West Peach- 
tree street. On the other hand, Colonel 
Milton Candler states that Paul D. John- 
son was in his office the Friday after the 
accident and that he talked with him. 

Charles 8. Johnson was seen by a rep- 
resentative of The Constitution last night 
and gave the story as follows: 


"My brother was last seen the day that 
the accident occurred. He then left the 
store of Mr. Lamnkin, for whom he had 
worked, saying that he was too sick to 
work and that he was going down to 
Stone Mountain, where his family lives. 
I was not in Atlanta at the time the 
accident occurred and by some strange 
coincidence failed to see the papers which 
contained accounts of it. I had no reason 
to have fears as to my brother until he 
had been away from home for over a 
week. I heard of the unknown man who 
was killed on my return to the city and 
went to the undertaking establishment 
of Hilburn & Poole, where I identified 
Several articles of his clothing. I posi- 
tively recognized both his coat and trous- 
ers and his collar bore a laundry mark 
which I have used for fifteen years. I 
asked the tindertakers as to a gold filling 
which was in one of my brother’s front 
teeth and they said that the man found 
had a filling corresponding with it. I am 
confident that the man killed is my 
brother and had his body exhumed this 
afternoon and have arranged to have it 
carried through the country tomorow 
| morning to Stone Mountain, where it will 
be interred in the family burying ground. 
Several years ago he’ sustained a gunshot 
wound which left a bad scar in his side. 
At Stone Mountain the physician who 
dressed the wound will examine the body 
which will settle all avestion as to ident- 
ity. As to the statement of Colonel Cand- 
ler, I can only say that he must surely be 
mistaken as to the day on which he saw 
my brother. I am as confident that heis 
the man who was killed as I am that I am 
now living.’’

New York, August 5.—Cotton futures opened 
Gull with prices | to 6 points lower, and 
during the early part of the session were weak 
with prices disposed to further ease off under 
selling for both accounts and absence of sup- 
port of any sort. There were no cables in 
band from Liverpool, that market still being 
closed for-the August bank holidayss Warly 
domestic news was rather matter of fact and 
cut little figure as an influence either way. 
The pit contingent was inclined to anticipate 
a bearish report from Washington, due at noon, 
and sold the October and January options down 
At noon the fecling was heavy with 
prices net 3 to 5 points lower. The general 
opinion seemed to be that the average crop 
condition would be given out by the bureau 
at about 78 to 79. Immediately after noon 
the government gave the August crop condition 
at 77.2. This at once started shorts in ac- 
tive covering and invited buying for a sharp 
advance. Southern and western buyers helped 
to send prices up 10 points to 7.39 for Oc- 
tober and 7.47 for January. Around this 
level there was a turn for profits which result- 
ed in a reaction of 3 to 4 points before | p. 
m. Still later the market again worked up- 
ward, though slowly until prices were close 
to the top notch reached on the noon bulge. 
The market was finally quiet and steady with 
prices 2 to 3 points higher. 


Review of New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, August 5.—The spot cotton 
Market was quiet. Factors are asking full 
wices for their holdings on the strength of the

King Cotton made his best record in the 
fiscal year just closed. The figures of .the 
treasury bureau of statistics show that the 
value of the raw cotton exported in the fiscal 
year 190! was more than in any previous year 
in the history of the country, and that the 
total value of cotton and its products exported 
average $1,000,000 for every day in the year. 
The total value of raw cotton exported in 
1901 was $313,673,443, against $290,712.,- 
898 in the best year ever before known— 
189!—and the total value of the cotton goods, 
cotton seed oil and meal and other products of 
that plant exported was $365,405,707. In 
quantity the exports of the year were not 80 

as _in 1895, 1898 or 

but the price was 80 
much better that. value exceeded by many 
millions that of the years of the greatest mive- 
ment as meusured in pounds. This brings the 
export value of cotton and its products above 
that of all breadstuffs or all classes of pro- 
visions, and only about $1 000,000 less than 
treadstuffs and provisions combined, the year’s 
exports of oe ek peing $275, 594, 618, and 
of provisions $196,958.878 The aggregate 
value of the cotton exports in the past de- 
cade is over $2,000,000,000. 


W. E. Small & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, August §5.—The government today 
proved somewhat more unfavorable than had 
been expected. As we stated last week, the 
average trader expected about 78, and when 
the figures came out showing 77.2, or with 
one exception the worst condition in the his- 
tory of the department, traders covered 
short cotton and here and there some new 
buying was noticeable. On the whole, how- 
ever, there wes no increase in business that 
could be said to have resulted from the re- 
port. The question before the trade is whether 
business—an active speculative business—can 
be hoped for as the figures became widely 
circulated. Upon the answer to this question 
depends the immediate course of prices. That 
the report itself is not a good one goes without 
saying. If it were not for the enormous acte- 
age and somewhat unfavorable condition of 
the dry goods industry here and abroad, we 
should expect to see an active speculation and 
a decided advance in prices. As it is,. the 
report should hold the market and bring about 
& clight advance Until the weather im- 
proves the plant to an extent that brings 
cotton from the south ¢n liberal quantities, 
we believe cotton will be found to be a 
purchase on any break. It must be remem- 
bered, too, thit the crop has never improved 
during August in the past history 6f the de- 
par*ment, the decline, as sbown in the Septem- 
ber report ranging from 3 to 16 points during 
the last fifteen years. In eight years the de- 
cline has never been less than 7 peints. This 
month may prove an exception, but this is 
likely. In detail, the report showed

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


Néw York, August §.—Speculation today 
betrayed a yielding tendency from the opening 
till the closing of business. Resultant losses 
ran from 2 to 6 points for the stocks most 
actively dealt In and included leading mem- 
bers of all the principal groups. Occasional 
rallies were unavailing in checking the steady 
stream of liquidation, and the professionals 
utilized every temporary recovery to put out 
additional short lMnes of stocks. Western and 
Pacific stocks bore the brunt of the selling 
in the railroad quarter, while United States 
Steel and Sugar were in the van tn the down- 
ward movement of the specialties: The failure 
to effect a settlement of the steel strike on 
Saturday prepared operators for a resumption 
of liquidation in the United States Steel issues 
at the opening of business today. First sales of 
the common were 15,000 shares from 4! to 
40%, which about measured the low potnt 
until well in the afternoon, when it sagged to 
40. Intermediate transactions were on a 
narrow fractional range, but the fact that 
the stock was well backed up around 40 did 
not exert any strengthening effect on the gen- 
eral market. The closing price was the lowest 
of the day, and indicated™a net loss of 34 
points as compared with Saturday’s close. 
‘rhe preferred stock suffered an extreme loss 
of 3% and closed 3 points off. The specu- 
lation of the day hinged on the developments 
in the strike situation, and the street was in- 
clined to view the failure to teach an agree- 
ment as foreshadowing a highly sensitive mar- 
ket for the stock for a while. Other metal 
properties scored marked sympathetic losses, 
Tennessee Coal losing 3% and American Car 
and Foundry preferred 4 points. Selling by 
the west continued in spite of reports of rains 
in various sections of the corn belt and the 
publication of a large number of very satis- 
factory increases in railroad earnings for the 
fourth week in July. Sugar was a prominent 
feature all day and dropped 5% to 13 on 
sales by the professionals, who argued that the 
forthcoming opposition would make large in- 
roads on its earring capacity. But little news 
was circulated to account for the acute weak- 
ness of many ‘stocks and the continuous sell- 
ing was attributed in part to liquidation by 
holders who have become tired out by the re- 
cent steady fall of prices. A holiday at Lon- 
don deprived the market of its usual cut as 
to the attitude of the foreign speculators to- 
ward the developments over Saturday. The 
large expansion in the loan item in Saturday’s 
bank statement was commented on today, but 
not adequately explained. The increase is 
believed to due ‘o various corporate financ- 
ion now in progrets, Money rates were eusy 

ay, and the sub-treasury paid out a mil- 
lion dollars on gold receipts at Pacific coast 
points.

FEDERAL PRISON PRAISED 
BY WARDEN S. A. HAWK 


SAMUEL A. HAWK. 
Recently a warden of the fed- 
eral prison. é says it will be the finest 


in the world when completed. 


Warden Samuel A. Hawk paid his first 
visit to the new federal prison yesterday 
and looked thoroughly over the structure. “ 
He is enthusiastic in his praise of the 
new prison and says that with the addi- 
tional appropriation it will be the finest 
penal institution in the world. 

“The building Is practically completed,” 
he said, “to the extent of the appropria- 
tion. The administration department, din- 
ing room, kitchens and hospital are ready 
for the furnishings, and work is progress- 
ing well on the ground tier of cells. 
These cells will be completed this week, 
and by November 15 or December 1 the 
three tiers above those on the ground 
floor will have been finished. The upper 
tiers will take more time for completion, 
as the work of riveting these cells in 
place is more tedious and requires more 
care.”’ 

Warden Hawk will return to Mounds- 
ville, W. Va., the last of this week. He 
will move with his family to this city 
some time during September next.

Hawk called upon Governor Candler, At- 
torney General Joseph M. Terrell, Prison 
Commissioner Clement A. Evans and Cap- 
tain Evan P. Howell.

Merely out of curiosity 
to see the excitement In the lottery dis- 
trict, Dr. White irifted down to Okla- 
homa, He wanted to take in the coun- 
try and the crowd. 

Ten Cents Brings Thousands. 

The objective point of the sightseer 
was Lawton, known as the “White City,” 
as it is a great encampment. of eanvas 
tents and covered, wagons. sheltering 
abcut 20,000 people.

" PROLOGUE. 

After a showery day the summer even- 
ing was both fair and still. Only a little 
languid breeze crept gently across the 
few bare fields and the moorland plain 
that lay around Granbigh Hold.
